II is well known, what noiſe the Shepherdeſs of 
Cre, and a multitude of Children of both ſexes, 
* who of a ſudden became Preachers, have made

us altogether wonderful. I have received accounts 
of all thoſe matters, and of ſome others that have 
paſſed in report; wherewith I have nevertheleſs 
omitted to charge my hiſtory, though, at the ſame 
time, many particulars, leſs important, are inſerted 
in it. It is neceſſary, therefore, to give ſome ac- 
count of the motives inducing me to that omiſſion. 
I would not have it underſtood, as if by my filence I 
condemn thoſe who judge they have ſufficient reaſons 
to believe thaſe marvellous events; though I am not 


very credulous of things of that nature, but rather 


inclined to miſtruſt the relations of what is uncom- 
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but that vain ſophiſtry which has filled the world, 
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mon and ſupernatural. In caſe, then, of things ſo 
extraordinary, though 1 keep upon the guard, after 
all, however, I am far from ſtanding in the ſame 
rank with thoſe fine wits who doubt and deny every 
thing ; and with whom the leaſt appearance of rea- 
fon, on their part, paſſes for a full demonſtration of 
the falſity of what they reject. I ingenuouſly confeſs 
my weakneſs: Lam of the number of thaſe who be- 
heve in earneſt that the hand of God is not ſhortened; 
fo that, as he wrought miracles of old, he is equally 
able to do the ſame in our age; nay, peradventure there 
are things as wonderful now-a-days as in the time 
that the people of Iſrael were the ſole church of God 
on earth. The reaſon why they are ſo little obſerved, 
is not ſo much that they be even leſs than mira- 
culous, but becauſe the ſpirit of our age is quite dif- 
ferent from the happy diſpoſition of the //raelites, 
who found God in all things, and looked upon him as 
the ſource of all occurrences. In thoſe days all was 
aſcribed to God; whether in the caſe of violent 
ftorms, of thunder and lightning, the gaining or toſs 
of a battle, a revolution in a ſtate: ſaid they, God 
makes uſe of all his creatures at pleaſure; they are 
but inſtruments of his abſolute will, and employed to 
fulfil his council. If- we now had the mind turned 


Into the like pious frame, doubtleſs there would ap- 


pear to us more of wonderful in the great tranſac- 
tions in the world than is now taken notice of. We 
might eaſily allow thoſe events to be fo, wherein the 
firſt cauſe not only viſibly interpoles and preſides, but 
acts of itſelf alone, and moves, as it were with his own 
finger, the agent-wheels of this world. We ſhould 


not then be ſo poſitive in rejecting things that ſeem 


rare and incredible; and could we but allow ourſelves 
leave to ſuſpend the judgment awhile, waiting for 
more diſtinct informations, and till ſufficient light 
was gained; at leaſt, that haſtineſs to ridicule and 
cenſure the. credulity of others would much abate: 


with 
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with a thouſand other prejudices, that many look 
upon for curious and accompliſhed ideas, has with= 
drawn men from the before-mentioned pious diſpo- 
ſition, which ſubſiſts no. longer but amongſt the 
ſimple vulgar: the ſublime and aſpiring wits find 
their accounts better in referring all events to ſecond 
cauſes, or at the moſt to look upon them only as they 
ſtand linked with theſe. For my part, when things 
miraculous. come before me, the firſt thought that 
occurs is, there is no poſhbility of ſuch being in our 
days. If my ſubſequent reflection does not permit 
me an entire ſatisfaction in the relations given of 
them, it is becauſe I meet with few but what are 
defective in ſome or other of their circumſtances, 
which my natural miſtruſtfulneſs leads me to defire 
further information of.

NON after the peace of Ryſwick (Anno 1697), I 

went for a while to Loriol, the place of my birth, 
in Dauphiny. There ſome friends invited me to go 

to a meeting hard by, on the Lord's-day morning. 
following. When I came to the aflembly, there was. 
a girl preaching with an eloquence and fluency to me- 
moſt admirable. This girl, after the Spirit of God 
had honoured her with his gifts, learned a little to 
read. When her ſermon was over, there came in 
many more, who ſhewed a great deſire to hear her.“ 


She ſaid ſhe was no ways able of herſelf to gratify. 


them; but preſently fell upon her knees, and earneſtly 

beſought God, of his good pleaſure, to unlooſe her 
tongue, that ſhe might again declare his word, for 
the conſolation of his people. She was immediately 
anſwered ; the Spirit fell upon her, and ſhe made a 
long prayer. Methought I heard an angel, ſo charm-- 
ing were the words that came from her mouth. Af- 
ter prayer the ſet a pſalm, and tuned it melodiouſly. 
Then ſhe gave us a diſcourſe, fo excellent, ſo pa- 
thetic, ſo well digeſted, with that holy gracefulneſs 
and ardent zeal, that we could not but believe it was 
more than human that ſpoke in her.

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very heart and ſoul, and full of the impreſſion of thoſe 
wonderful things char faithful ſervant of God had 
pronounced, and I wrote down a good part of them, 
as well as.

jog in goodneſs, to thoſe who obſtinately reject not 
the paternal ſolicitations of his kindneſs. She pro- 


miſed alſo, on the ſame part, after a manner very 
werful, exact, and preſſing, that religion, in it's 
purity, ſhould be re- eſtabliſhed in the kingdom. | 

I remember ſhe confuted, with a ſtrain of firm- 
nels, a little book of Mr. Merlat, a French miniſter, 
fled to Lauſanne, who had the unhappineſs to write 
againſt the gifts it pleaſed God to diſpenſe to ſome 
of his { rvants in Dauphiny and the YVivarez, as if 
they were illuſions, or effects of a lying ſpirit. She 
effectually expoſed that doctrine of devils; and cer- 
tainly her arguments carried a conviction in them for 
truth, againſt that malicious accuſation of the father 
of lies; as the Memoir more at large relates. 

I left Lanſanne, with eight or nine more, the 
28th of March, 1706, to go for Holand, with intent to 
liſt mylelt in the reg ment of Mr. Cavalier, Mr. John 
Cavalier, of Saude, his couſin, was in our company, and 
we went that journey together. I ſaw him ſeveral times 
on the road under the operation of the Spirit, and via

Being in the valley of Lucerne, in Oober, 1704, 
I mer Mr. , an officer of the regiment of Mr. 
Cavalier, who is now in Piedmont. He told me he 
had been witneſs, in the Cevennes, of ſeveral military 
exploits of the moſt famous Camiſſars, and many 
other wonderful things; but, notwithſtanding, he 
was never able to overcome his own incredulity, till 
he was at length convinced by an admirable diſcourſe 
of Mr. Cavalier, in an aſſembly. He particularly 
informed me in what manner he was then ſo exceed- 
ingly affected, that he could not refrain from tears, 
and how he himſeif fell into an extaſy ſoon after. 
He gave mea relation of many prodigies he ſaw, and 
ſome that beſel himſelf. I wrote it all down, but as 
ii is long, I wiſh others might have it from his own 
mouth: not that I at all queſtion his fincerity, for he 
is one that truly fears God; and I believe him inca- 
pable of relating things that are falſe. 
| In the ſame valley of Lucerne, at a place named 
La Tour, I ſaw a young man of the valley of Arver, 
in Dauphiny (adjoining to that of Lucerne), who was 
flung upon his back, in violent agitations. In that 
inſtant two officers were pailing by; one of whom 
{aid to the people round, they ought not to mind 
ſuch ſort of creatures, for ic was all a bugbear. Im- 
mediately the youth's lips were opened, and the 
Spirit replied (as I know the ſame happened many a 
time in our country) and uttered great threats upon 
the imputer of that calumny, and upon all thoſe who 
uſed falſe and hard ſpecches upon thoſe ſervants of 
God, becauſe his Spirit was poured on them, accord- 
ing to his promiſe. | | | 
1 {aw ſeveral times at Geneva a girl of Lan- 
guedoc, who had inſpirations. She ſaid ſeveral 
things in the extaſy that concerned myſelf, and

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whereof it was abſolutely impoſſible ſhe ſhould be in- 
formed in a natural way. She enjoyed a wonderful 
communion of the Spirit of God. I was witneſs, on 
ſeveral occafions, that when ſhe ſought unto God by 
fervent prayer, it pleaſed him to ſignify thereon his 
pleaſure (if the ſame appeared evidently for his 
glory) almoſt in the fame moment; an angel over- 
ruled her organs, and made her declare what was the 
good will of the Spirit; the beholders made inquiry, 
and ſhe returned an anſwer from God. One day this 
young woman inveighed mightily againſt the ſcoffers 
who call themſelves wits, but are in earneſt fools and 
ignoramuſes, who make a jeſt of the ſecrets of the 
Moſt High, becauſe their ſhallow brains cannot 
reach them; and I would to God the aſſuming worms 
of the earth, who goon to prate their wretched ſtuff, 
had been preſent to hear the energy and efficacious 
force of this heavenly reproof; I am aſſured it would 
have made them tremble. | 

Laſt year, when I was at Amersford, J had an 


opportunity of converſing with a brave man of the 


Cevennes, named Compan, He is now in Hpain, 
in the regiment of Mr. Cavalier. This Compan had 
received extraordinary gifts, and very ſenſible was 


he of the diſtinguiſhing favour God ſhewed him in 


it. But the recollecticn thereof was delightful, and 
a matter of concern at the ſame time; for he ex- 
preſſed a great ſorrow that God had not vouchſafed 


him ſo frequent communion fince his leaving the 


Cevennes, and he complained that his fins had ren- 
dered him more unworthy of the frequent viſits of 
his Holy Spirit. I endeavoured to aſſwage his grief 


what I could; and repreſented to him that the Divine 
Power influenced according to proper times and oc- 


cafions, or to ſpeak more corretily, according to his 
ſovereign wiſdom, which we ought always to adore, 
even when it was moſt unſearchable to us. Whilſt 
we were thus diſcourſing, the bountcous fatherlineſs 


of 
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of God afforded him ſecret conſolations of the mind 
by an immediate inſpiration. Mr. Cavalier, whe 
came in company with me from Lauſanne, was pre- 
ſent when this happened. | ug le 

Compan gave me a long recital of the marvel- 
lous things which paſſed before the eyes of all in the 
Cevennes, and which may (I think) and ought to 
be- accounted miracles; and of ſome. things which 
befel himſelf, which cannot be Jooked upon other 
than the manifeſt and immediate works of the Al- 
mighty. He is yet living, to give an account of 
them; and, in fine, it is notorious to all, or may be, 
that the wonders God has ſhewed, from the com- 
mencement of this century, upon the ſacred ſcene of 
the Cevennes, and upon the borders of Rouergue, are 
the ſame in all their. circumſtances with thoſe that 
have made ſo much noiſe, ever ſince the year 1688, 
in our country of Dauphiny, as well as in the Vi- 
varez and Vellay, diſtricts commonly taken for com- 
prized under the name of the Cevennes, at leaft they 
are contiguous and intermixed; and, without miſ- 
take, the ſame Divine Power is to this day evident 
in all the three provinces, in deſpight of the devil 


and his ſupporters, the Intendants and others, what- 


ever the apocryphal hiſtorian of Montpellier ridi- 
culouſly tells. Po

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—_—_— and 1 underſtand, by ſeveral perſons 
who have ſeen her not long ſince, that ſhe is ſtill in 
the ſame condition; ſhe having been in priſon now 
eleven years on the ſaid account. My fiſters re- 
ceived, the gift ſoon after her; one at the age of 
eleven, the other nineteen; who are both dead fince 
my departure thence. The moſt agitation of body 


my mother had was of 'the breaſt, which made her | 


have great gulpings of the throat. She ſpoke at the 
times of inſpiration only French, which ſurprized 
me exceedingly, becauſe ſhe never before attempted 


to ſpeak a word in that language, nor has fince, 


to my knowledge: and I am certain ſhe could 


not do it. The ſame thing I can ſay of my ſiſters; 


and all three uſed vehemently to urge upon the 
- Hearers amendment of life, and for me in particular; 
as I was then a little looſe, they earneſtly preſſed me 
to more ſobriety. When the ſpirit ſpoke in them, it 


always ſpoke thus: © I fay unto thee, my child.” We 


did ſeveral times obſerve, as a thing that never failed 
us, that when my mother or ſiſters, being in extaſy, 
uſed theſe words, 1 ſay io thee, my bild, ſpeak no 
more at preſent, this was a certain ſign that ſome 
dangerous perſon was coming to our houſe, and 
which always proved fo. 


One day, being with five or fix others near our 


houſe, with James Reboux, who had received the 
gitt, and was fitting then upon a rock near us, he fell 
teven or eight feet down into a road, the ſpirit 
taking him ſuddenly, but had no hurt. His agi- 
tations continued, and were violent in all parts of his 
body. Some of the company, not acquainted with 
thoſe things, thought he had fainted away, and 
bruiſed himſelt with the fall, and therefore ran 
quickly to fetch him brandy, but we could not make 
him take it. When the violence of his motions 
abated, he began to ſpeak, and OR moved us 
to re pentance.

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About a year before my leaving the country, in 


cherry time, Antony Cole and Lovis Taton, my ac- 


quaintances, went with me to ſee a friend of our's, one 


Facquet, near Vernoux. As we were drinking toge- 


ther at his houſe, a girl of the houſe came to call her 
mother, who was with us; ſaying, Come, mother, 
and ſee the child.” Soon after, the mother, coming 


back to the door of our room, called to us to come- 


and ſee the babe that ſpoke; bidding us not to be 
frightened, for that miracle had happened before. 
We ran all immediately. The child was thirteen or 
fourteen months old, and covered then in the cradle; 
which had never of itſelf ſpoken a word, nor could 
it go alone. When my friends and I came in where 


it was, the child ſpoke diſtinctly in French, with a 


voice ſmall like a child, but loud enough to be well 
heard all over the room: it exhorted, like others 
in that condition, to the works of repentance; bur I 
gave ſo little attention then, that I am not able to re- 
collect particularly any thing. The room where the 
child was had about twenty perſons preſent in it; 
who moſt of them, round the cradle, were weeping 
and praying. When the extaſy ceaſed, the child was 
taken out of the cradle. The mother {aid he had 
preceding motions of body, but I perceived none; 
and it was not eaſy to ſee them, becauſe the: cradle- 
cloaths were over it. 

1 heard much talk of a ſucking child at Cliew, 
in Dauphiny, who uſed to preach by inſpiration. 

[| was once at an aſſembly in a cellar near Bois- 


Chaſtel: where a girl .ſaid under inſpiration (after a 
long diſcourſe) theſe words: I jay unio thee, my 


child, there are people now intending lo ſeize yo: 
retire bence forthwith; or to that effect: and when 
the inſpiration was over, ſhe continued to perſuade 


them to be gone. In effect, as ſoon as ever we were 


gone, the ſoldiers came to {earch the houſe. 
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ISABEL CHARRAS, of Les Rochks, Half a League 
from ST. Greve, in the VELLAx, declared the 1914 
- of February, 1706. 


I LEFT France in the year 1696. From the be- 
ginning of 1689, for ſeven years complete, until 
my leaving that country, I ſaw in the Vel/ay abun- 
dance of people of every age and ſex, that fell into 
violent agitations of body, in an extraordinary man- 
ner; during which they uttered large diſcourſes, very 
pious, and ſtrongly hortatory of repentance. They 
had allo predictions of the ruin of Myſtical Babylon, 
with aſſaurances that the church would ſpeedily be 
delivered out of affliction. They were fore warned 
and directed in a multitude of things, relating either 
to their own particular conduct, or to the religious 

aſſemblies (held almoſt daily in ſecret) for their 
ſafety. They always ſpoke good French in the in- 
ſpiration, though they never could at other times; 
and during their diſcourſes then, they ſpoke in the 
manner as if the Divine Spirit had ſpoke in them ; 
ſaying, I tell thee, I declare to thee, my child, &c. | 
As it is many years ago that I have left that 
country, I will not fix the times of ſeveral remark- 
able particulars here recited, though the certainty of 
them be no ways the leſs for it; for I relate nothing 
but whar I heard and law, and what I well re- 
member. | 
One Fobn Heraut, of our neighbourhood, and 
four or five of his children, had all of them the gift 
of inſpiration. The two youngeſt were, one of five 
and a half, and the other ſeven years old, when they 
firſt had it. I have ſeen theſe many a time in their 

extaſies. 

'* Another of our neighbours, named Marliant, 

had two ſons and three daughters in the ſame ſtate 
One of his daughters being big, and within a month 
7" "0 
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of her time, went with the reſt of her brothers and 
ſiſters, and a boy of her own, about ſeven, to an 
aſſembly for worſhip. In that aſſembly, ſhe, with 
her child, a brother and a ſiſter, were maſſacred. 


The brother that eſcaped was wounded, but reco- 
vered. The youngeſt ſiſter was left for dead among 


the ſlaughtered bodies, but had no harm. One of 
the two fiſters, butchered, was brought home to her 
father's yet alive; but ſhe died of her wounds a few 
days after. I was not at that aſſembly, but ſaw the 
ſad ſpectacles of the ſlain and wounded. What was 
moſt remarkable on that occurrence is, that the fa- 
ther, the ſurviving brother and ſiſter, a nephew, and 
the whole family, aſſured me, that thoſe martyrs were 

forwarned of their death by the inſpiration: they 
acquainted their father as much in taking leave of 


him, and aſking him a bleſſing, the ſame evening, 


when they went out of doors to go to that aſſembly, 
which was by night. When the father beheld theſe 
lamentable objects, he did not abandon himſelf, and 
ſink under grief; but, on the contrary, only ſaid, with 
a pious reſignation, * The Lord gave, and the Lord bath 
taken away ; bleſſed be the name of the Lord.” 

Lucrelia Clare, one of extraordinary piety and 
meekneſs, my particular acquaintance, received the 
gift of exhortation at the age of ſixteen or ſeventeen: 
the made admirable diſcourſes to the aſſemblies. 
Having a long time laboured in God's vineyard, ſhe 
had a command by inſpiration to withdraw to Ge- 


neva; ſhe was convoyed thither in ſafety by Divine 


Providence, through a ſea of dangers, where ſhe 
died three years after, to the great affliction of all 


that knew her: but her end was ſo glorious and 


happy, that thoſe who lamented her could not, how- 


ever, but teſtify a joy for the endleſs felicity of that 
1 


ſelect ſervant of God. 


Mr. 
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Mr. BOYER, in his Book intitlled The Lawfulnefs, 
Glory, and Advantage, of giving immediate and 
effeQual Relief to the Proteſtants in the Cevennes, 
prinled Anno 1703, ſays: 


22 by theſe unwarrantable methods, the 
Papiſts thought to have got an entire vic- 
tory over the reſolution of the Proteſtants, Providence 
did miſerably baffle their hopes, by the miniſtry of 
thoſc very children whom they had taken ſo much 
care to inſtruct in their erroneous tenets, and who, 
like fo many prophets, rouzed their parents out of 
their ſpiritual lethargy. Theſe new and unlooked- 


for preachers did not a little ſurprize the Papiſts; 


who, to prevent the effects of their exhortations, en- 
dea voured to inſinuate that they were taught by ſome 
impoſtors, and cauſed ſome of them to be ſeverely 
whipped, and others to have the ſoles of their feet 
burned, to make them confeſs the authors of what 
they ſpoke. All this having not been able to extort 
any thing from theſe young prophets, and their num- 
ber being in a little time increaſed (in the Cevennes 
and the Lower Languedoc) to near eight thouſand, 
Monſieur de Baſville, the Intendant of the province, 
ordered the college of phyſicians of Mani pellier to 
meet at ez, and examine thoſe children. Purſvant 
to this order, the phyſicians obſerved their beha- 
viour, trances, and extempore ſpeeches; but though 


they were ſurprized to hear young and illiterate per- 


ſons utter things which they had never been taught, 
and quote the Scripture very pertinently ; yet, being 


' over-awed by the Intendant, they gave them the 


name of Fanatics. On the other hand, the curioſity 
of Proteſtants being by this time turned into an 
eager zeal to ſee and hear theſe miraculous meſſen- 
gers of Heaven, ſeveral aſſemblies were made almoſt 
Fey day in the Cævennes, to ſuppreſs which, an 

order 
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order was ſoon procured fm the King to diſperſe 
them with fire and ſword, without taking any pri- 
ſoners, by reaſon all the gaols in that province were 
already full of Proteſtants. This cruel order was 
punctually put in execution; particularly within half 
a league of Nyſmos, near Sauve, at La Salle, St. Fe- 
lix, and ſeveral other places; where ſeveral Pro- 
teſtants were inhumanly flaughtered, and twenty-two 
at once broke alive upon the wheel; which conſtrained 
them at laſt to arm themſelves in their own defence; 
and ſo they continued to aſſemble in the night-time, 
and repelled force by force, | 
I would not have mentioned this account of the 
young prophets in Languedoc, it the fact was not at- 
teſted by a crowd of witneiles, and had not made ſo 
much noiſe in France.

The ſaid child did at thoſe times always ſpeak French,

He ſaw many. other perſons under inſpiration, at 
the aſſemblies for worſhip he was at, in the year 1701;

In one of them, a young man, 
who ſpoke under the ſigns of inſpiration, pronounced 
theſe words: I / to thee, my child, —you muſt de- 
part bence,—1 fel thee, ye are betrayed; but the 
aſſembly not readily obeying it, and remaining there 


for an hour after, the militia of Anduze tell upon 
us, and took fifteen perſons priſoners of that meet-

In another of thoſe aſſemblies, which laſted 2 
great part of the night, in a wood, half a league from 
Anduze, I ſaw at the leaſt fifteen ſeveral perſons of 
both ſexes ſpeak under the tokens of inſpiration. 
They all ſpoke then French ; and I am well aſſured 
that ſome of them, with whom J was acquainted, and 
who could not read, were never able to expreſs them=- 
{elves in ſo good French out of the extaſy. | 
Several of thoſe perſons I ſaw violently agitated

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during the inſpiration: they had great ſhakings of 


the whole body, motions of the head, the arm, and 
the breaſt. Their exhortations to repentance were 


urgent; arid they aſſured that God would ſhortly de- 


ſtroy Babylon, and re-eſtabliſh his church.

E LEFT St. Fan de Gardonencques in the month of 


- March, or April, 1702. Before that time I was 
Pfreſent at four aſſemblies, at every one of which there 
were three or four hundred perſons. In thoſe four 
aſſemblies, I ſaw at the leaſt twenty different perſons 


of both ſexes inſpired, among whom were ſome | 


about fifteen years of age. 

In our town of Sr. Jan, I remember to have ſeen 
inſpired one Cabritt, and his ſiſter-in-law; two bro- 
thers, named Baſtide ; and three young women, 
named Lauret, Serene, and Baſtide, Cabritt had or- 
dinarily in his paroxiſm very violent agitations. At 


one meeting I was at, I heard him ſay there were in 
that aſſembly nine ſcoffers of God, and that he fuf-

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fered much becauſe of them; at which inſtant I ob- 
ſer ved him under great diſtortions. 


All thoſe I ſaw of my acquaintance in that con-

dition, Toke better French than they could at other 


times.

There were abundance of lights; ſo 


that every one faw, and might know one. another. 
The common ſubjects of the inſpired were, to urge 
repentance, and to. predict the ruin of Antichriſt, 


and the deliverance of the church. At one of thoſe 
meetings, a perſon having then the gilt ſaid, Behold 


there the dove that deſcends upon Cabritt ! at which 


moment Cabrilt fell into his extaſy, and among other 
things ſaid, in his following diſcourſe, theſe words : 


Do ye not ſee thoſe angels rejoicing to ſee us here ? 


At another of thoſe meetings, ſeveral falling 


into the inſpiration, began to ſpeak all at once; 
whereupon one of them ſaid to the reſt, In the name 


of God be ſilent ! then the others held their peace; but 


afterwards they ſpoke one after the other. The firſt 


I ſaw under inſpiration was about the end of the 


month of Augu/i, 1701; and in general thoſe that I 
heard uſed in their diſcourſes the ſtyle of ſpeaking,

They had every 
one agitations of the head, breaſt, ſtomach, arm, or 
otherwiſe, which attended their prophetic diſcourſes.

Many of the anſpired being of my neighbour- 


hood and acquaintance, I frequently heard and ſaw 
ſeveral, not exceeding ſeven or eight years old. Some 


of them, and others, too, of riper age, bEing aſked in 


my hearing to recite, or give an account, after the 
paroxiſm was over, of what they had ſaid in it: 


they replied, they could not remember, ſo as to do it. 
IT obſerved often the inſpired to employ themſelves, 
among other good works, in reconciling neighbours 
at varwnee ; and they were ſucceſsful in it. | 
My own ſiſter, aged fifteen, had the gift, ſome- 
times twice in a day, ſometimes not in two or three 
days. She uſed to reprove me often in her inſpi- 


ration, and ſaid ſhe ſuffered for my irregularities,

I LEFT France about the end of Deb, 1701. 
Three months before my departure, being at 
Rebouſe, at the widow Catrit?'s, a young man of Gene- 
rargues, named Alexis, came in with one Revaulte, who 
had both received the gift ſome time before. Alexts, 
as ſoon as he was fat, fell into inſpiration. He leaned 
his head | upon his hand, and his chief agitations were 
of the breaſt. He ſpoke very loud, and what he ſaid 


was in general to excite the hearers to repentance for 


their fins, and to break off all adherence to idolatry : 
in particular, he reproved the reſt for having ſwal- 
lowed the popiſh hoſt ; but, reaching out his hand, 


ſaid to me, Thou, my brother, haſt never taken that 


ſerpent's morſel. This was accompanied with other 
diſcourſe, and with particularities which made a 
mighty impreſſion on the hearers. He ſaid it was not 


_ himſelf who ſpoke, but the Spirit of God by his 


mouth. I remember he reproved four women in the 
houſe, that they went to bed without praying to 
God; and urged them ſtrenuouſly, ſaying, Confeſs it, 


confeſs, ye wreltches!. At length every one owned it 


true, and he thereupon « exhorted them much o pray 


without ceaſing. 


| The ſame evening, Alexis, Revanlet, and I, went 
to lodge with an honeſt man of our acquaintance, 


named Cabriit, half a league from thence. When 
we had been there an hour, Alexzs fell again into in- 
ſpiration; and ſaid by it, among other things, that 


though the enemy were very near the place, we 
ſhould be ſafe: 7 aſſure thee, ſaid the Spirit, ye bave 


nothing to fear, I will not ſuffer any party of the enemy 


lo come 825 Afterward he upbraided the people 
of

of the family for the ſins that they were moſt ac- 
cuſtomed to; and he exhorted every one to forfake 
their's ſo preſſingly, that they all burſt. into tears. 
Next morning he had another acceſs, and urged 


them on the ſame heads again vehemently ; as being 


_ unwilling to leave them till they were all firmly re- 
ſolved for amendment. He told us, that wehin 


three weeks many of the faithful would be com- 


mitted to priſon, of that neighbourhood; and Iam 
witneſs that the fame came to paſs accordingly. 
About a fortnight after, I was invited to an aſ- 
ſembly chat was by night, in the cave of a rock near 
Lueiras. The lon of the forementioned widow Ca- 
britt, who had received the gift eight days before, 
was in the ſame meeting: he ſpoke many urgent 
things touching repentance, that occaſioned abun- 
dance of tears. After him many others were in- 
ſpired; among whom was the ſon of the bailiff of 
Corbex. This was the firſt extaſy he had; and he 
ſpake firſt theſe words: Mercy !. mercy ! pardon me, 

O Lord! have mercy on me! This young man's ſiſter 
being very near him, and who was much concerned 
to ſee him drop into the bodily figns, fell herſelf 
preſently into the ſame condition. Abraham Mazel, 
my near relation, who is ſince become famous, re- 
ceived alſo his firſt gifts at this aſſembly; but his 
agitations of body were moderate. 

About a fortnight after the former aſſembly, 
the ſaid young Cabri/7, in another, at the ſame place, 
was ſeized again with inſpiration; wherein he faid 
there were preſent many grievous ſinners and unbe- 

lievers, who made him ſuffer mach: and his agi- 
tations were extraordinary, | 

The youngeſt people I ſaw inſpired were, Peter 
Mazel, my nephew, about nine years of age; two 


children of Lewis Croſte, both between ſeven and nine; 


and one of thirteen, named Dormes. Peter Mazel 
Once in his extaſy ordered that the ſaid Crofte, and

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one La Porte, who lived at variance, ſhould be ſent 
for, in order to reconcile them. They came accord- 
ingly, and by his perſuafion promiſed reciprocally 
to live thenceforth in Chriſtian charity. Theſe chil- 
Aren, and the other inſpired, whom I knew, ſpoke 
always French in their inſpiration, and uſed the ſtyle 
I wnio thee, my child. | 
It js very obſervable, that in all places where the 
Spirit of God was diffuſed, thoſe who received it in 
the manner above expreſſed, and ſuch who frequented 
their diſcourſes, became of a ſudden new men; even 
ſuch who before had been irregular. I aſked ſeveral 
if they could repeat the things they had ſaid in their 
paroxyſm, who replied, they could not do it.

CLAUD ARNASSAN, of MonTzr, near AL Ez, 
declared on the 141b of January, 1706, and ſet bis 
Hand, as folioweth. | 


LEFT Montpellier the 8th of February, 1704. 

* Having been three years in the gallies, for going 
to divine worſhip in Orange, I was delivered thence 
by a favour, in the ſpring of Anno 1701, and returned 
to Montel, my native place. Some months after my 
return, I had the happineſs to be called to fome reli- 
gious aſſemblies. The firfl I was at was near &. Hypo- 
lite de Catan. Brother Dauiel, who ſince ſuffered 
martyrdom, had got +. Eee the aſſembly. He was 
the firſt I ſaw in the infpiration; but I could obferve 
nothing in him ſufficient ro convince me. The Spi- 
Tit made him ſay, 1 do aſſure thee, my child, there are 
ſeveral in this congregation, and ſome yet incredulous, 
zb will receive im little time the ſame graces ihat I 
habe given thee. Eight or ten days after, the ſaid 

Daniel called another meeting, whereat I attended, 

and ſaw ſeveral perſons who had the gift: whether 
it was according to his late prediction, I am not cer-

tain. I was at a third meeting, called by brother 
Dair, who alſo had the honour to die a martyr, and 
therein I ſaw many more perſons inſpired. 
While I was in arms, in the party of brother 
Cavalier (now colonel), under whom I ſerved ten or 
eleven months, he had occaſion to go a little way 
from his ou. for ſome particular concerns, and took 

me along with him. When he had done his affairs, 
we were fitting down to table in the houſe, and juſt 
going to eat a bit, he was gently ſeized by the Spirit, 
and, ſcarce with any agitation, faid, My child, I tell 
thee, thy enemies are very nigh this houje. Be gone! 
Thy brothers fight! Upon this he roſe up without 
eating; and as ſoon as we were out of doors we had 
fight of three or four companies of the enemy, who 
drew toward the houſe we left, We, by taking a 
circle avoided them, and reached the troop about the 
cloſe of day. Our troop, it ſeems, had been in pur- 
ſuit of thoſe companies we ſaw. 

One day I was in company with forty people, or 
thereabouts, whom I had invited to an aſſembly ap- 
pointed by brother Cavalier, at a certain place. 

en we came to the place, prefixed, we found no- 
body, and judged there had happened ſome reaſon to 
have the meeting elſewhere. Whilſt we were muſin 
What to do, one of us (whether he had the gift { 
know not) ſaid, Brethren, let us pray to God, and he 
will direct us. He was no ſooner on his knees, than 
there appeared in the air a light, like a large ſtar ; 
which advanced, pointing to the place where the aſ- 
ſembly was met, half a league from us. As ſoon as 
that light diſappeared, we heard the ſinging of 
pſalms, and fo joined our brethren. The congrega- 
tion was between three and four hundred. After I 
came into that aſſembly ſeven or eight perſons fell 
into extaſies: ſometimes three ſpoke together; but 
they were at ſuch a diſtance, one from the other, that 
they did not interrupt one another.

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| One day, as we were upon a march, after oe 
had burned the village of Belvizy, brother Serre, Who 
had the gift, was taken with it, and ſaid, during the 
inſpiration, A man of Ibis troop, of ſuch a certain place, 
(the name I have forgot) bas taken at Belvizy what is 


Forbidden or devoted, and God will permit him 10 be ſlain 


in baltile within 120 days. In effect, we fell in with 


the enemy two days after; and when the fight was 


over we found but one man killed, and he was of the 


place that brother Serre had mentioned, as above. 

Another time, When we were nigh falling into 
an ambuſcade of the enemy, upon the banks of the 
Gardon, one of our brothers, falling into inſpiration, 
was adviſed we ſhould take another way; which was 
done, and the next morning we underſtood we 1980 
eſcaped thereby. 

Brother Cavalier (now colonel) being once in 
his extaſy, near to Little St. Hypolite, where myſelf 
and eight or ten more were near him, the Spirit ſaid 
theſe words: 1 ſay to thee, my child, they will make great 
propoſals to thee, but ſee thou truft them not. The 
words following J have forgot; bur I remember, that 


in the fame diſcourſe he had alſo theſe: Thou ſhalt 


Jr to the King. | 
The battle in which the famous party-man Poul, 


a perſecutor, was flain, was foretold the ſame morn- 
ing, in my preſence, by our leader Cavalier, and by 


another brother of the troop, though there was at that 
inſtant no appearance of a battle. Cavalier being 


then in the caſtle of Candiac, ſaid in his inſpiration, 


that we ſhould have but one man flain, and two 
wounded, in the predicted battle; Which proved 
true, to my knowledge. 

An illneſs having obliged me to quit the troop, 
the Iſt or 2d of Auguſt, 1703, I returned home. The 


Text day, being Monday, in the morning, a young 


woman of my acquaintance came and urged me to 
return again to the troop ; ſaying, with much earneſt- 
. neſs, 
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neſs, that if I did not, | would be taken up by the 


enemy before the week expired; aſſuring me, ſhe had 
as much intimated to her by an inſpiration. © I an- 
{wered, that it was impoſſible for me to follow the 
troop; and ſo I went on, and remained at home: but 
on the Thurſday following, a detachment paſſing 
through our village ſeized me and my elder brother, 
and carried us away to Alex, where we continued a. 
fortnight, and thence were removed to the fort of 
Ni/mes, and there I remained a priſoner until January 
following. ee e SORT Nod 
Whilſt I was in the priſon or fort of Niſmes,” in 
which there were alſo about eighty perſons; a boy of 
ſeven or eight years old fell into the extaſy two or 
three times. One day I and thirty other priſoners 
were with him, in the ſame room, when the boy had 
an inſpiration, and the Spirit made him ſay in it, 
among other things, to this effect: I tell thee, my 
child, tboſe will be happy who ſes the: year 1706 for 
then great things | ſhall be done, bul they will not end 
there. I tell thee, my child, thy brethren Hall be diſ- 
perſed ; for it will noi be by the power of arms that the 
deliverance of my church ſhall come, but by the prevalence 
of their prayers. My child, I tell thee, they ſball fing 
my praiſes in the ſtreets, and their enemies ſpall come and 
bow down before them. The King will hear the report 
of theſe things, and inform bimſelf thereof; he will aſk 
what thoſe children do, and will be anſwered, that they 
pray 4o God then will he ſay, Let them alone in. their 
prayers. The boy ſaid alfo, that there would remain 
but a ſmall number of his brethren. who would perſiſt 
to defend themſelves. 47 4 
. -. The faid boy had another infpiration a fortnight 
before 1 was taken out of priſon: and he ſaid in it, 
My children, fear not: in a few days ye fhall be reieaſed 
Hence, and ye 7w:l1-be obliged to bear arms againſt your bre- ' 
| ſbren bu [will open you a paſſage, that ye may go to re. 
i plenifh your fouls. | I”. find opportunily 1a e/rape,

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that ye may return batk lo the aſſiſtance of your brethren. 


In effect, the Intendant Baſville drew about forty of 


us out of that priſon. We were incorporated in the 


regiment of La Serre, which was ſent into Spain; nine- 


teen of whom (whereof I was one) deſerted, and 
ſaved ourſelves in Poriugal; whence, in one of the 
Queen's ſhips, we were tranſported for England, and 
arrived here in the beginning of O#ober, 1704. 
There are ſeveral perſons who may remember, that 
I informed them of what is above-mentioned ſome 
days after I came to London. | 1491 

In the houſe of my father, at Montel, a ſhepherd, 
who looked to my father's ſheep, named Peter Bernau!, 
(fo filly, he was next to an idiot) beſought me ſe- 


veral times to carry him to an afſembly; which 1 
was afraid to do, leſt through his weakneſs he ſhould 
betray thoſe affairs; nevertheleſs, one time I did ven- 
ture to lead him to an aſſembly by night. Peter being 


there, L obſerved him to keep 


his knees for two 


hours together at leaſt: then the gift ſeized him; 


he was ſtruck as it were dead, and after ſome time 


had violent agitations of body. We returning home, 
the Spirit came upon him again the following day; 
at which time his bodily motions were ſo great, that, 
being on his back, the whole body leaped from the 


ground. We were all afraid he would hurt himſelf 


upon the pavement, wherefore three of us en- 


deavoured to hold him, to prevent miſchief, but 
could not do it. He continued to batter himſelf in 
that manner, that his hair was as wet with ſweat as 
if dipped in water. Two or three times was he 
taken with theſe violent contortions, without ſpeax- 


ing; at length, he ſaid it was for his ſins that he had 
been thus tormented. Aſfer that, in other inſpira- 


tions he ſpoke aloud, quoting appoſitely many texts 
of the Holy Scripture, and all to preſs us earneſtly to - 
a good life. As for this man, I am certain he could 


not read, he never was at divine. worſhip but that 


time, 
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time, nor was he capable to be inſtructed by any 
perſon whatſoever, to ſpeak the things which he ſaid 
in his inſpirations. ee I 
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JAMES DU BOIS, of MoNnTPELLIER, declared the 
40 of January, 1706, as followeth, and ſigned the 
fame. 


IEErr Montpellier, and that country, and got to 


Geneva in May, 15056. From the year 1701 I faw 


perſons inſpired, in divers parts of the country, in all 
at leaſt two hundred, at various times and places, 


of every age and ſex. I faw, among others, a boy of 
fifteen months of age, at Quiſac, taken in the arms of 
his mother with great agitations of body all over, 
eſpecially of the breaſt. He ſpoke, with gulpings of 
the throat, in good French, diſtinctly, with an audible 
voice, though with interruptions; for which reaſon 
it was needful to liſten, in order to hear ſome 
words. This infant's ſpeech was as if God ſpoke; 
always uſing this manner of affirming things: I /ay 
unto thee, my child, and Sim, The ſaid infant was 
with his mother clapped up in priſon, as was the or- 


dinary practice in the like caſe. 


am very ſure I have ſeen ſixty other children, 
between three and twelve years of age, in the ſame 
condition; the diſcourſes of all which tended con- 
ſtantly to preſs with ardor an amendment of life, and 
foretold alſo ſeveral things. Being in the valley 
called the Combe du Renard, near Bouviere, a good 
league from Anduze, at a friend's houſe, a boy who 
fled to ſhelter himſelf in that houſe, being at the age 
of ſix, fell into the motions of the head and breaſt, 
ſpoke aloud in good French, many arguments to 
repentance, with ſome predictions; and ſaid, among 
other things, that one part of Babylon the Great 
would be deliroyed in the year 1708.

One time at Montpellier (where my reſidence 
was) fifteen of us being met together in a cellar, to 
ray to God, Monſieur Curvare, Governor of Beziers,

In that time a young woman, named 
Bomelle, being among us, dropped into her extaſy, and 
ſaid, That we muſt diſperle forthwith, tor elſe we 
ſhould be diſcovered.

world. Upon this mention, that the country ſhould | 
be, as it were, by thunder and lightning deſtroyed, 
ſhe cried out aloud to God for mercy, and at that 
moment ſhed tears of blood. My aunt, and thoſe of 
the family then preſent, faid the maid had ſeveral 
times done the ſame. BD 
Once I carried home a pair of ſhoes for Monſieur 
Bafoille, the Intendant, that I made for him ; and be- 
ing then in his chamber, at Montpellier, a Camiſar, of 
about twenty or twenty-two, was brought before him. 
The ſaid Camiſar was in that inſtant ſeized with the 


Spirit, and fell to the floor in a trance; ſaying, after 
the trance ceaſed, That God in his time would de- 


ffroy Babylon and fin. The archers preſent would 
have ſtruck the ſaid Camiſar in his trance, but the 
Intendant forbad them ; bur faid, if the like happened 
in his going to the citadel, ro which place he was 
committed, they might do ſo. Thoſe whom | have 
ſeen under the ſymptoms of inſpiration, became for 


the moſt part pale, ſome changed their colour ſeveral | 


times; others had a noiſe founding within them, as

Other relations and accounts of this nature I 


could give a great many, as remembering them very

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WILLIAM BRUGUIER, of Avs1ssaRGUEs, near 
Ust z, declared the 20th of January as followeth, and 
ſigned the ſame. 


1 WAS taken priſoner at U;z, where I continued 
about three months, at the end of which I was 
incorporated in the King's troops, which being or- 


deced tor Spain, I went from Montpellier the 8th of

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February, 1703-4, and drawing near the frontiers of 
Portugal, 1 deſerted, and came with the fleet to Lon- 

don about Michaelmas, 1704. | 
In the village of Aubiſſargues, I ſaw three or four 
ſmall children, between three and fix years of age, 
in particular that of James Pouftege, aged about three, 
who was taken with the Spirit, and being flung to 
the ground, ſtruck his breaſt wich his hands with all 
his might. Then I heard him ſay, that he ſuffered 
much tor the ſins of his mother. He ſaid that we 
were in the laſt times; that we ought to fight bravely 
the fight of faith; exhorting at the ſame time to re- 

pentance in general. | | 
Another of thele little infants was Sſan Joncquel, 
between four and five years old, who in my prelence 
fell into the extaſy, being alſo ſtruck to the ground. 
She had nearly the ſame motions of body as the 
other; ſhe ſpoke louder, in good French, as ſhe could 
not out of it, She ſaid the church's delivery would 
ſoon be; ſhe moved thoſe preſent to a due regulation 
of life. Both this and the other infant uſed in their 
" inſpiration theſe words: I ſay to thee, my child. It 
was about a twelvemomh before my being a priſoner 

that I heard theſe children. _ 

A girl of fix, named Mary Suel, I ſaw at Teroux, 
in her tranſport; who, after half a quarter of an hour's 
convulſions of the body and breaſt, began to ſpeak; 
Her father and mother, two brothers, and three day- 
labourers, were preſent at that moment, with ſome 
others. She ſaid we continually heaped up offences 
againſt God, but it would become us to rectify our 
exe for the future. She ſaid alſo, that Babylon 
ould be deſtroyed very ſhortly. My brother Peter, 
between fifteen and ſixteen years of age, alſo I heard 
in our houſe ſeveral times in his inſpiration. When 
- the acceſs took him, his viſage became pale, and com- 
monly he dropped on the floor. Being once with 
him at a congregation of two hundred perſons, near 
our 
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troop, and not knowing how to find it, I ſaw as 1 
were ſtars directing towards the place where it was; 
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our village, Peter was placed upon a tree (removed a 


litile diftance from the afſembly) to ſerve there as 
centinel. I ſaw him fall from the tree more than 


twelve feet high, being then / ſurprized with the tokens 
of inſpiration. He lay a quarter of an hour as dead, 
and then ſpoke. He ſaid there were in that congre- 
gation people who came only as ſpies, to betray us, 


and not to pray to God. He had no harm by his 
fall. He ſpoke on this occaſion, and alſo in his other 
inſpirations, good French, chough I am certain out of 
them he could not ſpeak « one word ſuch. ' My faid 


brother went into the troop of Cavalier, wherein I 


was myſelf for a while, at ſeveral turns. There I 


heard my brother, in his extaſy, once ſay, Thou ſhalt 
be forety wounded ere long, which happened accordingly; 
he receiving, within a fortnight after it, at the battle 
of Sagre?, three muſket-bullets in his thigh. Soon 
after this I was taken priſoner, and know not what 


became of him. 
Being myſelf with the ſaid troop, then between 


three and four hundred, one of our brothers, having 


the adviſement at S.. Maurice, that the enemy were 


near us, he ſaid, We ought to be armed by prayer, for 


there would immediately be an action, though we 
knew not at that moment of the enemy's nearneſs ; 
but he told us we ſhould gain the victory. The ef. 
ſect was, that the enemy fell upon us in that poſt 
within an hour; but we having prepared by prayer, 
and taking into a poſture of arms for defence, the 
enemy aſter ſome attacks (wherein they had the 
worſt) retired, as was foretold. | | 
Several times, being at a diſtance fen 


which I always looked upon as a a gee: and never 
Failed ro tind it true. 


JohN 
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JOHN CAVALIER, of Sauve, declared on the 31ſt. 
of January, 1706, at London, and ſigned as follows. 


WR" there aroſe a talk of prophets in our 
country, (as many called them) ſome of my 
acquaintance invited me to go to an aſſembly of 
people that met together for prayer. I was then be- 
tween fifteen and ſixteen, and not much given to 
devotion; but I conſented to the propoſal, thinking 
that I might ſee, perhaps, there ſome of the inſpired, 
of whom I heard ſuch ſtrange things. As ſoon as I. 
was got into the barn where that multitude was met, 
T faw alittle boy lying on his back, with ſurprizing 
agitations. This frightened me a little, and I thought 
hardly of it. When the boy began to ſpeak, he 
ſaid, among other things, there were ſome perſons in 
the company who came in curioſity, and with intent 
to ſcoff; and if they relented not, God would cauſe 
them to be known, and expoſed to ſhame. He 
added more of the like import; and ſo exactly hit 
me, that if he had known my thoughts, he could not 
better have ſer me forth, which terribly ſtruck me; 
but my little reaſoning thereupon went no further 
than to ſuſpect that theſe people might be ſome ſort 
of conjurers, as I had heard ſay. On the other ſide, 
as Ihis little ſorcerer mentioned ſeveral perſons, 1 
1magined it was not I alone who had ſo little eſteem 
for him in the congregation, ſo I hoped to eſcape 
among the reſt, for I wiſhed my elf twenty miles of. 
Indeed I heartily repented my coming thither, and 
reſolved ſtep by ſtep to creep nigh the door, to be 
gone as ſoon as I could. 1 was concerned, not only 
that the boy had ſo diſcovered my thoughts, but for 
fear he ſhould name me, or ſerve me ſome worſe. 
trick. I never was in ſuch a pickle of fear: bur it 
was much worſe with me, when, during my purpoſe 
and deſire to get off clear, I ſaw another very young 
. lad, 


— 
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lad, directly in the paſſage between me and the door, 
fall of a fudden into more violent agonies than the 
former, and who faid aloud, there was a certain per- 
ſon in the aſſembly diſaffected, who intended to get 
away, and therefore the door ſhould be watched, to 


hinder him, leſt he went and diſcovered the afſem-. 


bly. After this the new conjurer began, with open 
mouth, to ſet forth moſt perfectly the imaginations 


that paſſed in my heart ſince the diſcourſe of the firſt; 


(he could not have done more without my name and 
ſirname) and, laying hands upon me, he added 
many things tending to my conviction and humi- 
lation before God, and perſuading me to give him 
the glory, &c. My inward terror increaſed migh- 
tily; I was cut through and through, and on every 
ſide diſtreſſed; for this laſt boy inſiſted upon one 
ſingle perſon, whom 1 eaſily concluded could be none 


but myſelf; and as to 1 9 I could think no 
Ci 


more of it, In this caſe, ſdid 1 to myſelf, My God, 
what ſort of folk am I with? Who is it has told 
theſe children my thoughts? If I am abuſed here, 
what ſhall I do? what will become of me? what 
ſhall I ſay to my father and mother? In this ter- 
Tible caſe was I. But however, thought I, theſe 
people ſpeak well of God: if they were conjurers, 
they would not have ſo much pious diſcourſe; they 
coul nor, ſure, uſe ſo admirable prayer; neither 
would they ſing pſalms; nor would theſe two chil- 
dren have exhorted me to repent. Such like reflec- 
tions calmed a little my mind, and led me to ſeek 
God by prayer. | 5 

In this nick of time, a thing happened I ought 


to recite. The ſecond conjurer, or prophet, or What 


to call him I know not, continuing his diſcourſe, ſaid a 
great deal againſt the manners and the corruptions 
of the age, againſt the idolatry of Papiſts, and all 
kinds of ſuperſtition and fin; bur all on a ſudden 
ſtopped that diſcourſe, and, changing his voice, _

I would fain have 
gone along with thoſe people out to ſing, and judged 
it a fair pretence: but I dared not; I was in fear of 


the conjurers that ſtood at the door: ſome, however, 


went out, and ſet to ſing. I, that was ſecretly pray- 
ing as well as I could, thought it would prove a good 
ſign, if the ſinging brought new company, as the 


little prophet intimated. We ſhall ſee by this, 


thought I, if he can foretel or not, and whether what 
he has ſaid of me be but mere gueſs. WhilſtT was 
thus muſing, behold a great number of people, drawn 


by the pſalms, came in. This paſſage wonderfully 


affected me, and occaſioned more ſerious reflection 
than one of my age has commonly had; and I began 
then to conceive a quite different opinion of thoſe 
people. What I had heard came to mind, that 


God alone could ſearch the heart and reins; and, as 


before mentioned, I thought the devil could not re- 
prove vice in that manner, nor glorify the name of 
God, as this congregation did. Such thoughts 
quieted my mind more than a little, and even gave 


me ſome joy. 


But, behold! a third youth fell like the reſt into 
extaly. After ſome ſtruggles, he aroſe: full of the 
Spirit, and ſaid to this effect, at firſt: I afſure thee, my 
child, this aſſembly is ſecure. Fear not: I am with you ; 
and [ will put my word inis thy mouth, for the conſolation 
of my people. This ſtrengthened me, when 1 obſerved 
no more was faid of me, as was done before. In- 
ſtead then of a trembling prayer to God, and a 
catching of ſighs, I began with more freedom to be- 
ſeech him to make known his will to me, and to in- 
ſpire me with horror for thoſe things, if they were 
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not from him; bur, on the contrary, if they were the 
gifts of his grace, he would pleaſe to engrave then 
on my heart. | 


Ihe young preacher prayed admirably, and I was | 
extremely attentive, being now animated with a 
zeal. He ſaid after ir, that the text of Scripture 
which would be the ſubjett of diſcourſe, the Holy 
Spirit would then put into his mouth, was in the 5 ;th 
chapter of /azah, the iſt and 2d verſes : * Ho every 
one thai thirfleth, come ye lo the waters, and be that hath 
no money, come ye buy and eat, without money, &c. He 
ſpoke two full hours together, with a wonderful 
freedom, and ſaid ſo many excellent, affecting things, 
that the whole aſſembly fell into tears, and I among 
the reſt. Nobody there ſlept, I am ſure; the words 
of this little ſervant of God were not ſuch as would 


permit it; none of them were loſt, for they were all 


pertinent to the ſubject, all ſuited to the capacity of 
the good and ſimple audience, though at the ſame 
time ſublime and heavenly. Where is the child able 
to perform ſuch things? Every body ſaid, this little 
youth could not read; but if he could, certainly of 
himſelf he muſt be utterly incapable to make ſuch a 
diſcourſe, or ſo much as to recite it, or even to have 
the boldneſs to ſpeak to an auditory, or, laſtly, to 
ſpeak French as he did. Upon this occation it is not 
amiſs to obſerve, that thoſe who had the gift of 
preaching and exhortation, u ere of a ready utterance, 
and uſed a fluent eloquence, and after their firſt 
emotions (commonly not very great) during their 


Diſcourſes, with their eyes open, they had only ſome 


flight agitation, cauſed by the ardor of the Spirit's 
influence. | | 
In reſpedt to myſelf, when the inſpired lad, in 

ane part of his diſcourſe, had ſeveral paſlages that 
fuited my condition, and which I heediully applied, 
J found unſpeakable ſatisfaction. When he ſaid the 
leaft of children, and the meaneſt among men, were 

| | yet 
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yet of great price with God, I was 8 Thoſe, 
ſaid he, that are moſt indigent, will God repleniſh; 
our bleſſed Saviour told us, he came not to call the 
righteous, but ſinners to repentance: but then we 
are to feel our own miſery, and be ſenſible of our 
ſpiritual indigence; and after this, ſaid he, we muſt 
hunger and thirſt after it, before our admittance to 
the feaſt of wine and milk in the text, and be ſatiated 
from the fountain of life. At theſe paſſages my foul 
turned within me; I was even tranſported ; thinking 
that theſe great things were addreſſed to me alone: I 
was no longer wavering; my doubts vaniſhed; I found 
myſelf effectually changed, and thirſting for the grace 
of God; but through the ſenſe of my vileneſs, rivers 
of water ran down my eyes. n HRS 
When the ſermot ended, there ſeemed a beating 
as of a hammer in my breaſt, which kindled a flame 
that took me, and diſperſed all over my veins. This 
put me into a ſort of leaping, which flung me down: 
] roſe again without any harm; and as my heart was 
lifted up to God with unutterable fervor, I was ſtruck 
a ſecond time, and my flame increaſed. My prayers 
grew alſo more ardent, ſpeaking and breathing with 
mighty groans. Soon after, a third blow took me 
on the breaſt, and fer me all in a fire. Some moments 
of reſpite intervened; and then followed, on a ſudden, 
violent agitations ot the head and body, and like unto 
thoſe I have had ſince, unto this day. Thoſe great 
agitations were very ſhort; but the foregoing inward 
heat and twitchings continued. During all this, I was 
employed in reflecting upon my ſins; the liberties to 
which I was moſt addicted appeared heinous provo- 
cations, and put me into a poſture of mind, I am 
unable here to deſcribe. RE | 
The preacher abovementioned had a prayer after 
fermon, and when the hundredth pſalm was ſung, he 
called me before him, and gave me ſuch advice and 
Encouragement, that ſo very much pricked me to the 
„ 9 heart, 
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heart, I could look upon it no otherwiſe than coming 
trom an extraordinary hand. The boldneſs of this 
youth aſtoniſhed me, and the method wherein he took 
cognizance of my inward workings, and related them 
to the congregation; and, in ſhort, how marvellous a 
thing was it that a child ſo baſhful and ignorant 
ſhould take upon him to inſtrutt an aſſembly, for him 
to preach ina language he knew not how to ſpeak at 
another time, to expreſs himſelf in a lofty ſtyle, to 
pour out excellent inſtructions in abundance, and to 
repreſent the head of a Chriſtian aſſembly! He told 


me I was very happy to be found in company of 


thoſe whom God called to be repleniſhed with his 


grace, that was freely communicated: to them; that I 
ought eternally to adore the mercy of our heavenly 


Father, who had fo gracioufly reached me out his 
hand, in offering to me his treaſures : I ought to ac- 


knowledge it with humble praiſes and confeſſions, to 


the laſt breath of my body. Many things added he 
in the ſame kind ot infinite concern; but he alledged, 
that becauſe I had murmured, the will of God was to 
humble me for a certain time; that he would viſit me 
only for that end, till his good pleaſure was to put his 
word allo into my mouth: in the mean time, it be- 


came me to pray without ceaſing. After this diſ- 


courſe with me, the little miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt 
pronounced the concluding benediction; and, being 
ftill filled with the Spirit, told them every one of the 
meeting would get ſafely to his home, without any 
miſchie vous accident. 

In my way home to my father's houſe, I went 
along praying and admiring, not only for what had 
happened to me, but for that I had feen and heard, ſo 
wonderful. I wept in ſecret continually at home; 
and the great agitations of body I had now and then, 


ſeveral times flung me on the ground, or I was forced 
to ſtay upon ſomething. Almoſt for nine months 1 


continued in that condition; the hand of God often 
{t riking 
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ſtriking me, before my tongue was looſed. It is 
true, on the other ſide, I experienced his conſo- 
lations; for I readily yielded to the inward motions. 

of the Spirit unto prayer. I immediately forſook my 
plays and uſual diverſions ; and, above all, I found a 
perfect abhorrence of the train of public worthip 
among the Papiſts, and of all that pageantry of the 
maſs, which delighted me before; I could hardly 
look upon their churches without ſhivering. 

At length, after three quarters of a year's hiccup 
and agitation, without ſpeech, one Lord's-day morn- 
ing, being at home in prayer, I fell into an extraor- 
dinary extaſy, and God opened my mouth. I re- 
mained then for forty-eight hours under the ope- 
ration of the Spirit, in different degrees, without cat= 
ing, drinking, or ſleep; and I ſpoke often, with more 
or leſs vehemence, according to the nature of the 
things ſpoken. They were in our family convinced, 
by the extraordinary condition wherein they beheld 
me, and by the prodigy of my three days' faſting, 
(at the end of which | was neither hungry nor athicſt) 
that theſe ſort of things muſt proceed from an Al- 
mighty Power; and as the words I ſpoke were good 
and holy, it was never imagined they could come 
from an impure author or cauſe. | | 

But the King's perſecutors impriſoned the Pro- 
phets, (as themſelves called them) and tormented 
them in the dungeons, ſometimes even to death; nay, 
they extended their rage to the fathers and mothers of 
the inſpired; ſo that ſome cruel parents uſed their 
children unmercifully, and ſometimes delivered them 
to the Intendant, ſaying, We diſcharge ourſelves of 
them; do you cure them, if you can, of this diſpo- 
ſition to propheſy. I make no difficulty to ſay here, 
rather for the conſolation of thoſe I mean to ſpeak of, 
than to their reproach, what I ſuffered in my own 
country, for the ſake of thoſe inſpirations it pleaſed 
God to ſend me. Since J came into this land,

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ſome perſons, who I believe mean me no hurt, have 
however grieved me in this particular; of their ex- 


treme blindneſs they judging otherwiſe than they 


ought, and without being duly acquainted with the 


cafe, by falſe notions of things, have importuned me 
to ſuppreſs and reject to my utmolt the holy and 
bleſſed viſits of my Comforter ; but I beſeech them, 
in the name of God, to call to mind thoſe diretul.

F make af it before God, that I am in no wiſe the 
framer af thoſe bodily agitations I ſuffer in my exta- 
Res; I do not move my own ſelf, but am moved by a 


power independent, that over-rules me: and for the. 


words that praceed from my mouth, I proteſt, with 
the fame awful ſolemnity, they are formed without 


my intention, and glide forth of my lips without my 
direction; my mind no ways bearing any part in that 


marvellous operation, by preceding forethought, or 
any attending will to deliver what I do at that in- 
ſtant. ! | | 

Through the grace of my God, the inſpirations 
he has pleaſed to ſend me, from the firſt unto this 


dap, have had no other influence upon myſelf in par- 


ticular, than ro forſake evil, and do well. I acknow. 
ledge, nevertheleſs, ro my own grief, that I am a 


poor wormling of the earth, and a grievous ſinner, 


who continually make myſelf altogether unworthy of 
the favours ſhewn me from on high; but humbly do 
J ſuc to his mercy, through Jeſus Chriſt my Saviour. 


Let him that is without tin freely fling the firſt ſtone 


at me; praying him, if he be a ſinner like myſelf, 
thar he will pity my infirmities, as I do his.

Being 
there in company with my couſin Cavalier, our 
leader, with ſeveral officers of the troop, my couſin 
laid aloud, 1 find myſelf ruck with ſorrow ; ſome Fudas 
has kiſſed me to-day. Nevertheleſs the dinner came 
up, and there ſat down to table about twenty perſons 
of the troop, and friends of the neighbourhood; = 


among whom was one Mazorin, a taylor, of Sauve, a N 
profeſſed Proteſtant, who had been a friend of the 
_ late illuſtrious Mr. Brouſſon. This man was a confi- > I 
dant, too, of Mr. Cavalier; and every one had a re- lt 


ſpect for him, becauſe he ever frequented our reli- 
gious aſſemblies, he often helped to ſummon them, | | 
he received alſo the contributions of thoſe who yielded | 
us ſupplies of money, and had himſelf ſuffered im- WK 
priſonment for ſome of his good works.

My in- 
8 |  Tpiration was no ſooner over, than a relation of my 
coulin's, in the fame room, near the fire, fell into 
extaſy, and had theſe words: There is in this company 
a Judas, who bas kiſſed my ſervant, and who is come 
hither to poiſon bim. As ſoon as my couſin (the now 
_ colonel) heard what 1 had ſaid, he left eating, and 
Ordered the doors to be guarded ; but when the other 
advertiſement of the young woman happened, the 
guard was doubled. He himſelf eat no more, but 
the reſt continued their dinner. Before we roſe 
from table, brother Ravanell (he that has ſince ſuf- 
fered martyrdom) was ſeized alſo with violent agi- 
tations, and faid by the Spirit thus: Among the com- 
pany at this table there is a traitor, who has received a 
Jum of money to poiſon my ſervant, and even the whole 
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tronp,* if be be able. I tell thee, he has promiſed the 
enemy to poiſon the commander of it ; and, upon bis en- 
trance into ibis houſe, he projected within bim ſelf lo Poi ſon 
the water of the great ciſtern, and the bucket in it, in order 

= to poiſon the flock, in caſe he ſhould fail to deſtroy the 
ſhepherd. At this very moment my couſin com- 
manded a guard to the caſtle ciſtern, and that the 
bucket ſhould be flung into it, and forbad any one to 
draw of the water. 

Alt the ſame time there came ſome into our room 
to acquaint us, that brother Du Plan, brigadier of the 
troop, who was then in another room, was ſurprized 
with, an extaſy very extraordinary, with agitations 
exceeding violent. I ran thither, and heard him ſay _ 
thele words: 7 make known 10 thee, my child, there is a F 
man in this houje who bas fold my ſervant for a ſum of 
money, (which he mentioned, and it was either five 
hundred livres, or as many crowns) and has ealen at. 
tbe fame table with him. But I tell thee, this traitor fhall 
be diſcovered ; he ſhall be convicted of bis crime. I. ſay 
unto thee, he meditates at this moment 10 fling away the 
poiſon hidden about him, or Io convey the ſame into the 
cloaths or pockets of ſome other in the company ; but Twill. 

My 
couſin being intormed what Du Plan ſaid, as above, 
ordered him to come into a chamber apart, with the 
other three perſons inſpired, before- mentioned, and 
all thoſe who had ſat at the table with him.

the enemies of my people? Confeſs, thou miſerable 
wretch'! confeſs, Sc. Mazorin, under a conſternation, 
went about to make ſome excuſe; but Da Plan, with 


a redoubled fervour of expreſſion, peremptorily 


added, that the poiſon was in Mazorin's ſnuff-box, and 
in the folding of his coat-ſleeve: then was he fully 
convicted before us. My eyes are witnefs of all theſe 
paſſages. The ſnuff. box was taken out of his pocket 
with the poiſon, and that in his ſleeve was wrapped 
in paper. IE ce 
Mr. Cavalier, having particular reaſons not to 

this traitor to death, and his death not being 
commanded by any of the four inſpirations, he con- 
tented himſelf with reproving, and repreſented to him 
many things which there is no need for me here to 
recite; ſo that when the night came on, Mazorin had 
leave to return home. There was an order in ge- 
neral to the troop for a ſolemn thankſgiving for this 
deliverance, which was accordingly performed the 
day following. | | 

When Mazorin was got home, the Governor of 
Sauve, and the reverend fathers the Capuchins, who 
had ſet him to work, were vexed for the loſs of their 
money, and demanded the repayment of it: the an- 
cient Judas returned his bribe, bur this would keep 
it. At the ſame time, Mazorin, knowing not how to 
excuſe himſelf to ſo powerful an accuſer as the Go- 
vernor, the better to ſhew himſelf worthy of the money 
paid, promiſed to give a liſt of thoſe perſons in the 
city, who held corteſpondence with Mr. Cavalier, 
that they might be taken up. In effect, ſoon after 
Marſhal Montrevell, coming to Sauve, Mazorin had a 


ſecret conference with him, and the Marſhal cauſed 


about ſixty perſons to be ſeized, among whom I was 
one. | x. 
We were carried priſoners firſt to Somiers, thence 
to Moni pellier, and thence ſent” by ſea to Perpignan. 
In our paſſage we met with a great ſtorm, and were 
G2 {ore 
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ſore afraid. of being loſt. In that moment, a young 
lad among the priſoners fell into inſpiration, and 
ſaid among other things, I am be that convoys you ; 
fear not. Within four bours ye ſhall be ſafe in port, 


 whither you are bound, Which proved ſo. 


hat was the reaſon that rendered Mazorin 


| odious to thoſe who had employed him, I am not 


particularly informed: however that was, he himſelf 


Was brought priſoner to Perpignan, and put into the 


fame priſon where I was, exactly a month after I came 
thither. We were ſtrangely ſurprized to ſee him; 
and it may well be imagined that the priſoners en- 
tertained him in a manner not very acceptable. to 
him, which made him keep up alone, in his hole: 
but there he fell into a deep melancholy; he grew 
ſickly; and, ſome weeks after; he ſent to pray me I 
would come to him: then did he tell me a dream 


that much diſturbed him. 1 dreamed, ſays he, that 


1 was ſtark naked, and nobody would give me any 
thing to cover me, ſo I thought to hide myſelf in the 
houſe of office: but there I dropped into the ſoil; I 
was plunged in it up to the chin; and when I cried 
out, nobody would come to help me; ſo I expired in 
that naſty place.“ In a few days after my viſit, grow- 
ing worſe, he was ſent to the hoſpital; continuing 
pnder great ſadneſs, talking of nothing but devils, 
and the diſtractions "that rerrified him night and day. 
I ſaw him ſeveral times in this ray condition, 
At length they gave him 2 vomit of emetic-wine, 
and he died in it's operations; caſting out of his 


mouth, and otherwiſe, as well before death; as imme- 


diately after, ſuch a flood of filtbineſs, that they found 
it neceſſary to wrap him up in the bed-coyerlet, and, 


without any cleaning, he was flung into the ditch. I 


ſtood by, and ſaw all theſe paſſages. 

I continued priſoner at Perpignan, at the time 
that the commander Cavalier entered into a treaty 
with the Marſhal Villars. 1 think we were 4] all 

| about 
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about twelve hundred priſoners in that place; and of 
them three hundred at the leaſt, of both ſexes, had 
frequently inſpirations. Among theſe ſeveral did 
predict that Mr. Cavalier would make peace with 
the enemy; deſcribing even the manner how it would 
be brought about, as it afterwards happened. As 
ſoon as that treaty. began, and the news of it reached 
us, many of the priſoners murmured at it. At that 
time one David Midon, a ſhepherd, of Nages, who is 
{till in priſon, had an inſpiration, attended with vio- 
lent motions, wherein theſe words came from him: 
1 aſſure thee, my child, what occaſions many of you to mur 
mur is not come to paſs againſt my will: 1 ſay unto thee, 
it is I bave ordered it. And has not the ſame been fore- 
told you? They hunted afler my ſervant, and could not 
find him; and now that he is in their bands, they ſhall not 
diſpoſe of bim at their pleaſure. Others ſhall be obliged 
to follow his ſteps; but all things ſhall work together for 
the beſt, Sc. I was delivered out of priſon at Per- 
bignan (to which I ſtood condemned for life) by 
virtue of an article in that treaty my couſin made; 
and as ] remained for ſome time 1n the country after 
my deliverance, I heard ſeveral inſpirations, which 
declared to the ſame purpoſe as this now recited of 
Midon. 
| Our leader Cavalier, my couſin, called an aſ- 
ſembly at the Tylekilus of Cannes, near Serignau, in the 
month of Auguſt, 1703. Our troop was between 
fiveand fix hundred men; and there were doubtleſs as 
many more, of both ſexes, who came from the towns 
and villages adjoining, to aſſiſt in religious exerciſes 
that Lord's-day. After divers exhortations, lec- 
tures, and pſalms ſung, brother Clary, who had re- 
ceived admirable gifts, (and whoſe frequent reve- 
lations, with thoſe of Mr. Cavalier, were the ordinary 
directions of our troop) was ſeized with extaſy in 
the midſt of the *iJembly; his bodily agitations be- 
ing ſo great, as to affect the audience very much. 
The beginning of his ſermon be ſaid ſeveral things 
„VVV . relating 
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relating to the dangers to which the aſſemblies of the 
faithful were ordinarily expoſed; but that God 
watched over them, aid was their guard. His agi- 
"rations augmenting, the Spirit made him ſay theſe 
words, or to this effect: I acquaiul thee, my child, there 
ere two men in this aſſembly, who are come only to betray 
"you. They are ſent by the enemy to ſpy what paſſes 
among you, and lo give an account! thereof lo thoſe who 
Sett them ; but 1 ſay unto thee, I will have them diſco- 
vered, and thou bel RBalt lay bund upon them. We 
were all attentive to what he had ſaid; and imme- 
diately Clary (the agitations of his head and breaſt 
ing -walked_ towards one of the traitors, (I 
call them ſo becauſe they protcfied our religion) and 
laid hand upon the man's arm. Mr. Cavalier, ſeeing 
this, commanded the ſoldiery to their arms, and to 
furround the aſſembly, ſo that no one might eſcape. 
The other ſpy, who ſtood at a diſtance, made bis 
way through the crowd immediately, and came with 


his comrade to fling himſel! at the feet of Mr. Cava- 


ter, confeſſing the fault, and begging pardon of 


God, and of the aſſembly. Both of them alledged, 


that extreme poverty had brought them to yield to 
the temptation, but ſaid, they repented it bitterly; 


and both of them promiſed, by the grace of God, to 


be faithful for the future, if their lives were ſpared. 
Mr. Cavalier, however, ordered them to be bound, 
and put in ward. 

After this, the inſpiration of Clary continuing, 
with violent agitations, he cried out aloud, that many 
of the audience murmured within themſelves at what 
was done; as if the readineſs and freedom wherewith 
the accuſed perſons had confeſſed, was a ſign of an 
underſtanding between Clary and them, in order to 
counterfeit a miracle.* In that inſtant, ſaid the Spirit 
by Clary; O prople of little faith, do ye Pill doubt of my 
power among Jn, wben 4 have made Don fee fo many 

wonders 


„The ſame murmurings and ſuggeſtions produced the fiery

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wonders of it? I command a fire immediately io le 
made; and I ſay Io thee, my child, I will that thou- put 
thyſelf into the midſi of the flames, and they ſhall haue 
10 power Io hurt thee, Sc. At theſe words there was 
a ſhriek among the people, of thoſe eſpecially who, 
had murmured, and who having not ſerved in arms 
had not ſo much faith as we: all theſe cried out to- 
gether, confeſſing their diſtruſt, and craving pardon; 
laying, Lord, of thy mercy withdraw this teſtimony of fire! 
| we find thou art he that knows the hearts : but Clary. 
Vith redoubled aguations, infiſted it ſhould be done. 
Mr. Cavalier ordered wood to be got immediately for 
a pile; and as there were at hand tilekilns, they found 
in a moment a deal of bruſh- wood, and dry com- 
buſtible ſtuff. This ſmall wood, mixed with large 
ſticks, was heaped up in the midſt of the congrega- 
tion, on a ſinking ground, ſo that the people round 
were above it. | 
Clary, who had upon him a white ſtraight frock, 
being a bricklayer by trade, put himſelf upon the top 
of that pile of wood, ſtraight upright, with his hands 
Joined, and lifted above his head: he was ſtill in his 
extaly or agitations, and continued to ſpeak in the 
flames.“ I have been told by ſeveral what his diſ- 
courſe then was; for my part | could not underſtand 
him. I have heard that Clary put fire to it himſelf, 
and that the flame mounted in an inſtant ; but I did 
not obſerve that particular, though I was very near. 
The troop under arms encompaſſed quite the aſſem- 
bly, which was almoſt all upon the knee in prayer and- 
tears, making a circle round the fire. The wife of 
Clary ſtood by, with her father and two ſiſters, and ſe- 
veral of his own kindred; I:cannor be poſitive to 
name them. Every one in the afſembly might ſee 
him ſtand ſurrounded with flames, that roſe much 
above his head. Thoſe that had gathered the wood, 
puſhed back the ſticks as they happened to ſtart from

The fact is, that Claris, pretending himſelf to 
be inſpired, and appearing ſo by his extraordinary con- 
duct, deſired, in order to give a proof thereof, leave to 
put himſelf into the fire. The aſſembly to which he 
made that propoſal long oppoſing it, did at length 
conſent, upon his inſtances reiterated, and upon the 
declaration he made that two perſons. of the troop had. 
miſchievous deſigns; which was found true, and was 
confeſſed by them both. After this diſcovery, the 
fire was, alighted, and the ſaid Claris went into it, 
there remained above a quarter of an hour, there 
ſpoke, and exhorted the afſembly to perſevere in the 
fear of God, and put their truſt in him. The fire 
role two feet above his head; and this fact happened 
Sir, in the preſence of about twelve hundred people, 
and has been atteſted in this country by ſo great a;

A girl ef eleven years old, who could 
not read, and on all other occafions was a ſheepiſh 
child, was ſeized there with inſpiration, having ſome 
little agitations of body, and eſpecially of the breaſt. 
It ſurprized and affected me, to ſee with what free- 
dom and boldneſs ſhe ſpoke, with a ſhrill and loud 
voice; ſaying firſt, Fall down, ye people of God! proſ- 
trate-yourſelves humbly: before bim, and let our truſt be in 
_ the name of tbe Lord! | Continuing, then, a pretty long 
prayer, and afterwards an exhortation, that laſted 
about three quarters of an hour, ſpeaking good 
French, as I am certain this litile girl could not do of 
herſelf, no more than ſhe could have ſpoken thoſe 
admirable. good things that came from her. Thoſe 
among us who had the gift properly of exhortation, 
had not their ſpeech interrupted with gulpings, as 
others, except only in the beginnings of their diſ- 
courſes; after that there was ſuch a readineſs of 
utterance, it was eaſily diſcernible that their mouth 
was but the organ of a ſuperior power. This poor 
girl was the child of one Dumas, of the village of 
Manably:. ſhe had been put into the priſon by her 
own father, becauſe of her inſpirations; whence ſhe 
eſcaped, and hid herſelf at &/.

Proteſtants, that hid her from 
houſe to houſe, and maintained her. „ toad an 
In the fame aſſembly, after ſeveral more reli-

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in the acceptance of a gift from God, ſo, on the 
other, I had heard people ſpeak ſo differently of the 
perſons inſpired,” that I knew not what to believe: 
this made me afraid. However, being much de- 
uighted with the moſt divine prayer and ſermon, I 
anſwered thoſe who acquainted me as above, Bleſſed 
be the name of God; his will be done. I was then 
twenty-one years of age. I went home to my fa- 
ther's houſe at Aubais, where I had the misfortune to 
bear arms in the militia, againſt the Camiſars.* * 
I.!n the beginning of February, having occaſion to 
go to Great Galargues, and Margaret Bolle, a couſin of 
mine, about twenty-three years of age, falling into ex- 
taſy, at the houſe where 1 was, ſhe ſaid, among other 
things, in my hearing, that the ſword by my ſide 
would be drawn againſt the enemies of the goſpel. 
In the afternoon, the company deſired me to make 
them a pious diſcourſe; in which, while I mentioned 
theſe words, Lord increaſe our faith, I felt of a ſudden 
2 weight upon my breaſt, which for a moment; 
ſtopped my breathing; at the ſame inſtant a flood of 
tears burſt forth, and 1 had power to ſpeak no more. 
The company were not aſtoniſhed at it, apprehending 
what it beſpoke. In that condition I continued about 
an hour and an half. The ſame young woman had 
another inſpiration in the while, wherein ſhe ſaid 1 


_ wept for my fins; which was true. 


About fix o'clock the ſame evening, being at 
mother houſe, I was ſurprized with a ſhivering all 
over me, and ſome agitation. The weight upon 
my breaſt was leſs than before; and here 1 found a. 
gentle breathing ſpringing up within me, whereat I 


was ſurprized a little, though I made no great re- 


flection on it. Ar the fame time my tongue and lips 


were of a ſudden forced to pronounce words with 


vehemence, that I was myſelf amazed to hear, having 
ſorethought nothing, and no ways intending to ſpeak.

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ance; and this laſted but three or four minutes. 
Preſently aſter I fell into a ſort of ſwoon, which went 
ſoon over: then I found a new fit of trembling, that 
laſted but a ſmall time; and after it I was wholly 
free, and in my common . 40 a tt 

For a fortnight enſuing, I had continually ſigh- 
ings, and a ſort of ſtarting, that I could neither prevent 


nor hinder. My mind was continually lifted up to 


God; and the diverſions common to my age ſeemed 
not only deſpicable, but were unſufferable to me. My 
heart was filled with a ſenſe of my ſins; and this it 
was that created me ſo much fighings and ſtartings: 
and my mouth perpetually muttered, Mercy! mercy ! 
ſhew mercy to me, O Lord! my heart conſtantly, 
with great zeal, concurring to thoſe words; under all 
which I was ſupported by a comforting hope, and a 


joy mixed with that good ſorrow. Within three 
weeks I had my ſecond inſpiration, with exceeding 


delightful conſolations, that gave my mind a perfect 
tranquillity and ſecret ſatisfaction, ſuch as I never had 
known before. When my father and mother heard 


that God had vouchſafed to viſit me with his graces, 


they were mightily pleaſed, and their friends did con- 
gratulate with them on that account. | 
About the beginning of March, 1703, being at 
Anglade, ata widow's, our faithful friend's, there was 
a brother Camiſar, of Calvaſon; who being ſuddenly 
ſeized with inſpiration, I recollect two things he ſaid 
therein: firſt, that we had no need to fear, though the 
enemy was then all round us; the other was, that 
there would be a fight in the plain of Calvaſon, in 


which the women would fight for us, and God would 


give us the victory. The event proved, that about 
two months after, the enemies came upon an aſ- 
ſembly at Nages, on the border of Calvaſon plain. 
I was there preſent. The women defended them- 


ſelves with ſtones very courageouſly, ſinging pſalms 


aloud, and encouraging thoſe in arms by their 
Og — — * example; 
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example; and we gained the battle, as had been fore- 
told. On this occaſion it may be obſerved, that no 
women uſually followed our troops. 
A young woman of Galargues, named Margaret 
Bolle, in whoſe company I was going, with twelve or 


fifteen more, to religious worſhip, in the way, by 


night, fell into an extaſy. As we were much troubled 
to find the place of the aſſembly, the Spirit in her 
faid, I tell thee, my child, T Will cauſe a light to direct you 
zo the place ye ſeek: the added, that we might then go 
on without danger. Then ſaw we a light fall from 
heaven like a rocket; and as we were well acquainted 
with the country, we concluded where the aſſembly 
muſt be, above half a mile diſtant, and by this means 
we ſoon found it. 5 
As our troop was once between Nair and La 

Conr de Creviez, our leader Cavalier had a viſion 

while he was fitting, and thereafter ſuddenly roſe up, 
ſaying to us theſe words: O my God, how wonderful ! 
I have ſeen in a viſion the Mareſchal Montrevel at Allez, 
giving lo a nieſſenger letters againſt us io carry io Niſmes. 
Let ſomebody haſien away, and they will find the expreſs 
in ſuch a habit, and on ſuch a horſe, and attended by ſuch 
and ſuch perſons (deſcribing all theſe). Ride full Oe, | 
and ye will meet them paſſing the Gardon. In a moment 
three of our men got on horſeback, Ritkard Bouvet 
and another; and they found the courier in the place, 
and with the company, juſt as deſcribed by brother 
Cavalier. The courier being brought to our troop, 
they found letters upon him of the Mareſchal; fo that 
by this revelation we happily diſcovered many 
things whereof good uſe was made in the conſe- 
quence. The meſſenger was ſent back on foot. 1 
was then preſent, and ſaw theſe things all pals before 
my eyes. 

In the month of OFoter or November, I703, (as 
believe) our troop being at the caſtle of Gardies, near 
Hier, edon, one named- Languedoe, a ſerjeant in the regi- 

ment 
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ment of Tournon, came over to us a deſerter; ſaying 
he would for time to come fight among us for the 
cauſe of God. Some of our troop knew he was of a 
Proteſtant family, and his diſcourſe ſeemed ſo reaſon- 
able, we forthwith received him without much 
ſcruple, as we had already many other deſerters; but 
two days after this wretch was himſelf witneſs, at an 
aſſembly, of ſeveral inſpirations, which plainly 
marked him out, and declared him treacherous. One 
of thoſe inſpired ſaid poſitively this wicked man was 
come to ſell us; which we might be convinced of, if 
his ſleeve was ſearched, where a letter. of the enemy's 
would be found. Upon this he was ſeized and 
ſearched ; and in his upper coat-ſlee ve was accord- 
ingly found a letter of Lieutenant General Landes; 
which, among other things, chid him for not yet an- 
ſwering his promiſes. The criminal, being thus 
ſtruck with the appearing. finger of God, confeſſed 
the imputation, and gave God the glory; he made 
alſo a large confeſſion of his many ſins, and earneſtly. 
beſought the prayers of good people preſent, that 
God would forgive his enormous crime to betray 
them. His requeſt was abundantly granted, and we 
were all perſuaded God took him to mercy. I was 
eye and ear-witneſs of this wonderful providence... 
In Seplember, 1703, being near Cons, a village 
two leagues from Niſines, in a wood whither our 
troop retired, having been purſued by the enemy two 
days, ſeveral inſpirations happened. to concur that 
there was a traitor in the troop ſeduced by his wife, 
and who had formed a deſign to kill brother Cavalier 
(ſo even the inſpirations named him). This traitor, 
named La Salle, had been a Papiſt, but among us 
appeareda good Proteſtant; and brother Cavalier had 
ſuch a confidence in him as to make him of his 
guard, and ule him in many ſpecial occaſions. Our 
inſpirations, in good numbers, among which was 
that of brother Ravenel, and mine own, inſiſted upon 
ES LS | it; 
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1 | it; whereupon the thing was repreſented to Cavalier, 
[| being then at a ſmall diſtance from the body of the 
I troop. We found him very penfive; having himſelf 
1 had the like advertiſement, as preſently will appear. 
He ordered La Salle to be ſeized, which was done 
j immediately. The accuſed cried out for mercy, 
i without denying the fact; deſirng earneſtly to ſee 
I brother Cavalier, who refuſed him that requeſt. La 
Salle made an ample confeſſion, ſaying he had taken a 
bribe to commit the crime; with which the inſpi- 
rations charged him. It was reſolved to cut off his 
head; becauſe we feared leſt the common practice of 
_ ſhooting to death might diſcover us to the enemy, who 
were then in purſuit ofus, and might be near at hand. 
Brother Cavalier had a double ſubject of ſorrow : 
5 | this doleful accident deprived him of a man he loved, 
and had hitherto ſerved him faithſully : and again, 


what troubled him was, that he had in any kind diſ- 
ſembled or concealed the admonition God had before 
| given him of it to himſelf, and that he had not pro- 
j ceeded upon that. For when he ordered the death 
[i of La Salle, he told us, that himſelf had been warned 
= 1n a viſion of the defign of that miſcreant; in which 
| p viſion La Salle was repreſented lying by him, and to 
attempt, by three diſcharges of a piſtol, to kill him; 
| every one of which diſcharges miſſed. Whilſt La 
Salle was ynder the ſentence, and preparing for it by 
exhortation and ſpi ritual conſolations, as our cuſtom 
| was on like occaſions, I went from the place of exe- 
; cution to brother Cavalier, who was alſo at a diſtance, 
declining to ſee it. In the time that the whole troop 
was at prayers for the criminal, brother Cavalier, ſit- 
ting on the ground, fell into an extaſy, having ex- 
ceeding bodily convulſions, that ſhook and raiſed his 
body violently. The Spirit faid to him, I afſure thee, 
| my child, if thou murmureſt againſt my command, TI will 
j forfoke thee. I acquainted thee that this traitor ſhould 
be put to death, and thou diſobeyedſt. Take heed, my 
child, for I declare, if thou refufeft obedience to my or- 


ders, 
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ders, I will withdraw, and leave thee ; I will give my 
flock to others, who will lead them as well as thou. 1 
can undertake theſe words were ſpoken ; but there 
was much more ſaid, to the fame purpofe; and J, 
with the reſt then preſent, was very much ſtruck with 
this terrible extaſy of brother Cavalier.“ 
The ſaid brother Cavalier (now Colonel in Spain) 
having called a religious aſſembly near the tile-kiln 
of Serignan, between Quiſac and Somiere, on a Lord's- 
day in the month of Auguſt, 1703; aſter the ſeveral 
exerciſes of devotion, between two and three in the 
afternoon, brother Claris, aged between twenty-eight 
and thirty, who was of our troop, and had the care of 
proviſions in it, fell into an extaly. Among other 
things ſaid by him, he ſaid aloud, there were two 


perſons in the congregation who came thither to be- 8 


tray us; and if they repented not of that villainous 
deſign, he himſelf would diſcover them, in the name 
of God. Upon theſe words, brother Cavalier, not 
queſtioning the truth of his inſpiration, commanded 
immediately thoſe of his troop, being, as I believe, 
about ſix hundred, encompaſſing the ſaid aſſembly, to 
take care none eſcaped thence. At the ſame time 
Claris, continuing under inſpiration, ſet himſelf to 
walk with his eyes ſnut, and ſtruggling for breath; 
with ſome motions alſo of the head, and his hands 
claſped, and lifted up. In this condition he came 
near one of the traitors, in the midſt of the crowd, 
and laid hands upon him. The man's accomplice, 
being terrified thereby, came and flung himſelf at 
the feet of brother Cavalier, crying out for pardon 
and confeſſing his guilt. Brother Cavalier ordered 
them both to be bound, till a reſolution might be 
taken in this matter; but Claris, continuing in his 
extaſy, ſaid aloud, there were many in the aſſembly 
who grumbled, and ſuſpected there was a private 
underſtanding between him and the two ſeized ; but 
God would diſprove their unbelief, and manifeſt his 
. 5 own 
weighed, Lord is a Cod of judgment, and by him actions are 
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own power. At that inſtant the agitations of body 
growing ſtronger, the Spirit ſaid to him, I fell thee, 
my cbild, I will diſplay my power and my truth, I com- 
mand ihat there be a jire lighted forthwith, and that thou 
put thyſelf in the midjt of it, for the flames Hall not in- 


jure thee. Fear not, my child ; obey my command, aud 


ill be with thee, to preſerve thee, &c. Which 
words being heard of all, there was an outcry of thoſe 
who doubted and diſtruſted; begging pardon, de- 
claring they were ſatisfied, and beſeeching God to 
ſpare that trial of fire; but brother Cavalier ordered 
the fire to be made. I was one of thoſe who fetched 
wood for it; and this wood, being ſmall and dried, 
was piled in a moment, in the middle of the aſ- 
fembly; becauſe we found it at hand, for the uſe of 
the tile-kiln. The fire was lighted ; whether by 
himſelf, or no, I know not: and when the flames 
began to mount up, he (Claris went into the midſt 
of it upright, with his hands claſped and lifted up, 
continuing in his extaſy. I thought he ſpoke, but 
could not underſtand what was ſaid ; ſince, beſides 
the ſix hundred men of the troop under arms, there 
were preſent as many other people, of different age 
and ſex, (come there from the villages adjoining) 
whoall together made a great ring about the fire; all 


pouring out tears, ſinging pſalms, and crying to Gd 


for mercy and pardon. Among other perſons pre- 
ſent was the wife of Claris, ſhrieking out, and weep- 
ing, with prayer. I ſtood very near her, and did 


y hat I could to comfort her. Two of ber own fif- 


ters were alſo by, their brother, and ſeveral other 
kindred of Claris. All the aſſembly were witneſſes 
that the flames roſe above his head, I believe four or 
five. feet, and compaſſed him round about; and he 
remained ſo, till the flame was extinct; then came he 
forth, having yet ſome agitations on him. Ever 

one may imagine with what admiration all thoſe that

The ſame kind of murmurings produced the fiery ſerpedts in 
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could did embrace him, and particularly his wife, 
with other near kindred and friends, teſtifying their 
Joy, and every one bleſſing God. Brother Cavalier 
afterwards made a prayer; and then taking the con- 
ſeſſions of the two perſons arreſted, who begged par- 
don, and teſtified a repentance we judged to be ſin- 
cere, he exhorted them urgently to faithfulneſs; 
| ſignifying that God would doubtleſs deliver them 
again into our hands, if they proved otherwiſe. 
They were ſet at liberty, ſay ing, that their extreme 
poverty had led them into that temptation. 

Claris had upon him a white frock, his wife 
brought him that morning, which was not in the leaſt 
injured by the fire, nor his hair ſinged. 

Our leader Cavalier received order, by his own 
inſpirations, and by thoſe of many others, to admi- 
niſter the Lord's Supper: by one inſpiration, in par- 
ticular, it was commanded him, in my hearing, to 
take a review of the troop, and not to admit to the 
holy communion, for that time, thoſe whom the 
Spirit ſhould intimate to him as perſons not ſuffi- 
ciently prepared. According to this inſpiration, 
the whole troop was drawn out in the open field; and 
when brother Cavalier had finiſhed his prayer for the 
whole, we continued upon our Knees, every one 
praying for himſelf. Then our brother, being him- 
ſelf in private ſupplication ſtill, ſtood up in the 
middle of the troop, having by the good will of God 
the extatic influences of the Spirit upon him at that 
time. Thoſe of the troop drew near him, about a 
dozen together, and flung themſelves a ſecond time 
upon their knees to God, to receive the declaration 
His ſervant ſhould make to them. He looked heed- 
fully upon every one; and the Spirit made known to 
him thoſe who were not ſuitably prepared, and theſe - 
were put apart from the reſt; he acquainting them 
that they ſhould be received another time, when in a 
better diſpoſition; and he then made a ſuitable exhor- 
tation to thoſe allowed to come to the Lord's table. 


1 was . 
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I was twice at this extraordinary ſolemnity, and had 
the joy to be admitted the very firſt time. Thoſe 
who were allowed the communion, and thoſe who 
were referred to another opportunity, went all again 
to their prayers, the one on the right-hand, the other 
on the left of him; every one humbling himſelf be- 
fore God for his particular. 

The holy ſupper was given and received with fo 
great devotion, as is far beyond expreſſion. There 
was in general to be obſerved deep humiliation, 
faces K. e with tears, tears of contrition and joy 
both together. God was there, and his Holy Spirit 
remarkably poured forth. Thoſe that have not ſeen 
the like, and are prejudiced by undue notions, are not 
able to conceive aright of ſo holy and ſo excellent a 
proceeding. 

Beſides the examination before- mentioned, which 
was only for the ſoldiery, whereas there came crowds 
of people from the towns and villages, ro com- 
municate, the ſervant of God who adminiſtered, 
and who was on this occaſion extraordinarily acted 
of the Holy Spirit, ſent back ſeveral perſons he knew 
inſufficiently prepared; hut he did not peremptorily 
exclude them, except ſome few, but ſaid, Go 10 thy 
our again, my brother, my ſiſter, and then return. 

heſe people in a quarter of an hour coming back all 
in tears, and full of new devotion, were admitted. I 
know that the commanders of other troops, and ſuch 
who received the extraordinary call to the miniſtr 
of the goſpel, as ſome among us had, did alfo admi- 
niſter the holy ſacrament. 

All things in general done by us, or for any 
particular exploit, were directed always by the or- 
ders of the Spirit. We obeyed conſtantly the inſpt- 
rations of little children, and people never ſo ſimple ;* 
eſpecially when there appeared a more than uſual 
earneſtneſs in the words or ne of the n, 

an 


: If any man will be wiſe, let kim become a fool, that he may 
be wile. | | 
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and when ſeveral concurred in the ſame thing: but 
in the troop where I ſerved, the officers, and parti- 
cularly Mr. Cavalier, were all graced with extraor- 
dinary gifts, and they were conſtituted ſuch for no 
other reaſon; having otherwiſe no knowledge of 
military affairs, or other thing to recommend them; 
but all was given them in that way. When a matter 
came under debate that the inſpirations did not pre- 
ſcribe, their application was commonly to Mr. Ca- 
valier; ſaying to him, Brother Cavalier, (for he re- 
fuſed the ſtyle of Monſieur, though he had a guard of 
fifty men, and was obeyed more punctually than a 
king) brother, ſo and fo is the caſe, what ſhall we 
do in it? He thereupon uſed to recolle& himſelf; 
and lifting up his mind to God, the Spirit fell-upon 
him; we found him under conſequent agitations, and 
then reſolved the point, It was ſomewhat wonderful 
in battles, to obſerve him on horſeback, with a ſword 
drawn, and the Spirit's emotion on him, how he poſted 
up and down to encourage and excite; giving orders 
often, as ſurprizing, as wonderfully executed, and 
ſucceeding accordingly. 
| In occaſions of great moment there was a prayer 
of all preſent; every one ſupplicating God by him- 
ſelf for his determination in that point. Immediately 
ſome one or more were taken with inſpiration, and 
the reſt ran to hear what was ſaid by him or them. 
Thoſe who in this country, without knowing how 
matters ſtand, cry out that we have inſpirations at 
command, would there have met with little reaſon to 
ſay ſo; they were not at our command, but in an- 
ſwer to prayer; for we always implored God's aſſiſt- 
ance in our exigencies, and he of mercy anſwered us 
in that manner. In ſuch a juncture, our leaders 
inquired, Well, what has God commanded? The in- 
ſpired (what number ſoever they happened to be) 
ever ſpoke the ſame thing to the point in queſtion, 
and immediately the buſineſs was but how to exe- 
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cute or obey it. At firſt, more than afterwards, the 
orders given by inſpiration were ſometimes diſagreed 
to, becauſe they wanted faith in them, and pretended 
to be wiſer than Wiſdom itſelf; which particularly 
was the caſe of ſome newly liſted in the t troop, who 
had not the inſpiration themſelves. © Is it poſſible, 
would they ſay, that God would have us do ſo, and 
not rather thus?” mentioning their own fancies, and 
then preſuming the inſpiration muſt not have 'been 
well underſtood. But theſe men were ſeverely chid; 
and thoſe among us of more humility and ſubmiſſion, 
never failed to make reflections upon any deviation 
from the orders received by inſpiration. 

Were it that we were to attack the enemy, were 
wepurſued by them, did the night overtake us, were 
ambuſhes apprehended, did ſome unlucky accident 
fall out, or if at a4foſs for the place of religious 
aſſembling, we fell on the knee: Lord, appear lo our 
belp ; make rnown 10 us thy good pleaſure, what we are 
40 do moſt for thy glory and our own welfare, was the 
common courſe, and immediately we received a di- 
rection from the Spirit. 

Death was not terrible to us, nor did we eſteem 
life, ſo be it, that by loſing it in the ſervice of our 
Saviour's cauſe, and obeying his commandments, our 
ſouls might be committed into his hands. I do not 
believe, that one ſingle man of the inſpired in our 
troop, either fell in battle, or, being made priſoner, 
ſuffered death, (for we had no cartel) but who had 
previous notice of it ſome time before; and in that 
caſe they with humility ſurrendered to God's diſpo- 
ſal, and ſhewed great conſtancy in that reſignation. 
It was looked upon among us as a happine!s to be 
made able to giorify him in death as well as life: 1 
never heard of aby of our brethren, who in great 
numbers have becn called to ſeal the truth with 
their blood, that ſhewed the east diſpoſition to pur- 


- - Chaſe life by a baſe denial of it; which many might 


have 
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have done, if they had pleaſed. The ſame Holy 
Spirit that had ſo often aſliſted them bore them com- 
pany to their laſt breath; ſo they perſiſted unmove- 
able, and death was but an entrance into a better 
life. | 
Furthermore, when the inſpiration ſaid, March, 
fear not, obey my command, di this or thai, nothing could 
ever diſſuade from it: I ſpeak of the moſt faithful, 
and who had beſt experience of the faithfulneſs of 
God. When the caſe was to be engaged in battle, I 
dare to ſay for myſelf, if the Spirit had ſtrengthened 
me with theſe good words, Fear nothing, my child; Iwill 
preſerve and ſtand by thee; I ruihed into the midſt of 
the enemy, as if their hands had been paper, and I 
were ſheltered in ſteel. By the encouragement of 
ſuch happy words from the Spirit of God, our boys 
twelve years old laid about them on the right and 
left, like valiant men. Thoſe who had neither 
ſword nor gun, did wonders with a club, pitchfork, 
or ſling. The ſhowers of muſket-balls whiſtled in 
our ears, went through our hats and ſleeves, without 
terror. If the Spirit had ſaid, Fear not, a ſhower of 
bullets was but as one of common hail. 

In like manner was it with us on all other occa- 
ſions, when under the warrant of inſpirations. For 
inſtance, when the Spirit, whoſe care of us we de- 
pended on, intimated there was no need of them, we 
placed no centinels about our aſſemblies, as ctherwiſe 
we uſed to do; and we ſhould have thought ourſelves 
aſſured of deliverance, though the Duke of Berwick 
and the Intendant Baſville had been our keepers in 
chains and dungeons, if an inſpiration ſaid to us, To 
ſaall be delivered. Os 

Since that time, if we have been expoſed to 
8 in other kinds, we have not been ſhaken. 


any falſe imputations have been charged upon us; 


but that Spirit, our comforter, has ſaid to us, as it has 
at other times to the great ſervants of God, Rejoice ye, 
| „„ my 
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my children ; great is your reward in heaven, Let them 
go on, my children; and fear ye nothing. Thus, when- 
ever it pleaſed God, his ſhield was our ſecurity ; 
ſometimes as from the fire of Montrevel's ſoldiers, ſo 
at others from the ſword of reproaching tongues; 
as he 1s equally able to do for us even now, in 
London. 

God has diffuſed upon us various gifts ; and as 
it has pleaſed him to ſend upon us a diverſity of graces, 
it has alſo been his good pleaſure, that there be not 
only ſomewhat of more or leſs, but variety too, in the 
extaſies of thoſe who are partakers of the ſelf- ſame 
gift. Every individual perſon is different in his agi- 
tations, according to the circumſtances and nature of 
thoſe things he 1s to pronounce; but all thoſe who 
ſpeak by inſpiration have this in common, which is 
(as Ihave already obſerved that the words are forme 
in their mouth, without any purpoſe or direction on 
their part. In like manner 1s their body moved by 
an over-ruling influence, unto the power of which 
their ſeveral members are yielded up: and here, to 

revent miſtakes, I do again repeat, that in both thoſe 
wonderful inſtances I am in no wiſe the agent; I do 
but ſubſerve and ſuffer that which acts in me; at the 
moment that the fire kindles in my breaſt, and my 
limbs begin to tremble, my thoughts are lifted up 
to God, in theſe or ſuch like ejaculations: Behold tby 
ſervant, O Lord ! After thy good pleaſure diſpoſe of my 
body and foul, which are thine. Thus am I wholly 
withdrawn from myſelf, and delivered over unto him; 
it is he, and his great adorable power that acts and 
ſpeaks what is then ſeen and heard. If this be a 
matter fit for mockery, be it ſo; if otherwiſe, let them 
take heed who make it ſuch. 

After the diſmal occurrence at N;/mes, (the 18th 
of April, 1704.) out of which the Lord in mercy deli- 
vered me, I was for fix weeks lurking and ſhifting up 
and down without any ſubſiſtence, but what was everv 
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day furniſhed me almoſt miraculouſly. If I had then 
fallen into the enemy's hands, the gibbet, or ſtake, 
or wheel, would have been my portion; but the 
gracious Comforter, whoſe promiſes had been fre- 
quently repeated to me, and whoſe fidelity I had ma- 
nifold experience of, did then happily ſupport me. 
When the Intendant Baſville heard that I had eſcaped 
the inhumanities at N:/mes, he promiſed a reward of 
an hundred piſtoles to any one that ſhould bring him 
my head: to ſecure myſelf from the hazard of that 
- purſuit was very difficult. 

Some of our brethren were ſtill in arms, in the 
Upper Cevennes ; but the King's troops being placed 
in all the avenues, I found it impracticable to join 
them. God at length, for my ſafety, put it into the 
heart of Baſville to ſend my parents word, that if 1 
did acknowledge the amneſty publiſhed, it would be 
allowed me, with ſome advantages. Hearing of this, 
I wrote to the Abbot of Marcillan, that I ſubmitted 
to the Intendant's propoſal; upon condition that my 
mother, and ſeveral of my friends, who were in pri- 
ſon, or concealed like myſelf, (one of whom ftood 
condemned to the gallies) might be included in the 
amneſty: all which was agreed and executed. 

The Duke of Berwick and the Intendant offered 
me an employment in the King's ſervice; which be- 
ing refuſed, I was detained in the citadel till a conve- 
nience preſented of going to Geneva. In that junc- 
ture, the leaders Marion, Abraham, La Vallet, and ſome 
other Camiſars, who had been forced to capitulate, 
had orders to be ready to go under a guard to Ge- 
neva, at the King's charge. There were ſixteen upon 
the liſt to go in our company; and we found means, 
by ſome recompence to our convoy, to get four more 

along with us. We arrived at Geneva the 23d or 
_ 24th of Auguſt, 1705. When I had ſtayed there, and 
at Lauſanne and at Baſil, about ſeven months, looking 
after an employment, I came for Holland in the latter 
end 
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end of March, 1706, Hearing that the Queen of Eng- 
land and States-General had given a regiment to Mr. 
Cavalier, under whom I had borne arms, I thought he 
would have given me an employment therein ; but 
all was filled up before my reaching Holland. 

At the time of this diſappointment, there was a 
report that five or fix French regiments were railing in 
England, to be employed in an intended deſcent upon 
France; lo] came tor England, in hopes to get a place 
in thoſe new troops. 1 do proteſt before God, I 
came thus of my own mere motion to London, unſo- 
licited there by any perſon whatſoever, directly or 
indirectly; and my certificates contain ſome proof of 


this truth.

Mr. DAVID FLOTARD, of Vicar, in the UrprR 
. Cevennes, declared That follows at London, the 6th 
of March, 1706-7. | 


DEING at Niſines, about the end of July, 1701, I 
was invited to a gardener's houſe, to ſee a girl 
between ten and twelve, who was ſaid to be inſpired. 
There were ſeveral people preſent, and the child was 
taken with her paroxyſm. Alter ſome time of agi- 
rations over all the parts of her body, ſhe began to 
ſpeak, and preſently ordered ſilence, becauſe there 
was (ſaid ſhe) an enemy at hand. The gardener 
went forth, and in earneit found there was one Godin 
in his ground, a ſurgeon, known for a perſecutor, who 
came there to look for herbs, to compoſe a medi- 
cine. When the ſaid Godin was gone, the girl made 
a difcourſe hortatory of repentance ; upon which 
condition ſhe ſaid God would diffuſe his gifts and; 
graces upon us in abundance. On the contrary, if 
that country continued in their impieties, terrible 
ſtrokes of. his wrath would fall upon it. She ſs 
= | | | thole 
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 _ thoſe whom God ſhould viſit in the manner he did 


her, would undergo great tribulations; but that 
ought not to offend them, for the ſhadow of the Al- 
mighty would protect them, and their enemies ſhould 
be forced to releaſe them out of priſon. This girl 
ſpoke good French during the inſpiration, though not 
able to do ſo at another time. She quoted many 
texts of ſcripture, though ſhe had never learned to 
read. | | 

Some months afterwards, being at St. Latorence 
de Mufnier, ſeeing many folks running into a houſe, I 
went in alſo. 1 ſaw there a young woman, under 
like agitations as the former, who diſcourſed to the 
ſame effect. At the end of her ſermon ſhe had a 
long and excellent prayer. _ 

In a few days enſuing, the {ſoldiers brought into 
the houſe where 1 lodged {ome of thoſe inſpired, whom 
they were carrying prifoners to the fort of S. Hypo- 
lite. An hour after they came in, one of them fell 
into his extaſy, in preſence of the foldiers, and the 
family, and me. He foretold the ſucceeding perſe- 
cution ; and promiſed, at the ſame time, God's pro- 
tection; with aflurance that the priſon gates would 
be opened to them, foe | | 
Soon afterwards I went, in company with a 
prieſt, to ſee a girl between fix and ſeven years of age, 
who fell into inſpiration. The prieſt appeared 
ſtruck with aſtoniſhment; for though he diſſembled 
it, Iam perſuaded that in his heart he perceived there 
was ſomething in the caſe ſupernatural. When the 
Sirl was out of her extaſy, he fell to queſtion her; 
ſometimes uſing threats, ſometimes promiſes ; endea- 
vouring to make her ſay what ſhe could not. He 
urged her to confeſs in what manner, and by whom, 
ſhe had been taught to ſpeak and do things. 1a 
ſtrange ; but, whatever he could ſay to her, ſhe con- 
ſtantly maintained, that it was not ſhe herſelf framed 
thoſe bodily motions, nor had ſhe the purpoſe and 
1 N will 
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will to utter thoſe things, which an inviſible over- 
ruling power made her to do. The poor prieſt was 
mightily plunged at her anſwers. To ſuppoſe an 
impoſtor in ſuch an infant, and a thouſand others, 
feemed ridiculous ; to adjudge the ſame to be mad- 
neſs or phrenzy, appeared equally extravagant; to ſay 
ſhe was drunk, as was fooliſhly imputed to the 
apoſtles, in the 2d of 4s, wanted even a colour; to 
aſcribe the urgent preaching of repentance and the 
goſpel to the enemy of God, with thoſe circumſtances 
obſervable in the inſpired, to the laſt breath of their 
lives, and even at the gibbet, was the height of folly; 
however, this laſt conſtruction was the refuge of the 
prieſt: he put himſelf into the rank with thoſe ſots 
the Phariſees, who, under the difficulty and con- 
fuſion their unbelieving and wicked minds created 
them, ſaid that our Bleſſed Lord caſt out devils by 
the power of Belgebub: he therefore concluded, that. 
the inſpirations were of the devil's contrivance, to 
revive in France the expiring hereſy of Calvin. 

The learned and famous college of phyſicians at 
Montpellier judged otherwiſe of this matter. I was 
at Niſmes, when they, by order from court, went to 
Uſez to examine it. As theſe phyſicians were much 
more uſd to the ſtudy of nature, than to look into 
things ſupernatural, they would neither affix the 
name of prophet nor of demoniac to the inſpired 
children; nor could they find ſufficjent ground to 
aſcribe to them any bodily diſtemper, as the cauſe of 
their agitations and diſcourſes. They would gladly 
have diſcovered ſome impoſture or cheat upon thoſe 
innocents, but they found nothing that would ſtick. 
As for intrigue or deſign, that was beyond doubt 
out of doors. On the other fide, it was beyond con- 
troverſy apparent, that the inſpired were no 1diots, 
Neither the men nor the children ; and touching theſe, 
it could no ways be ſaid, that their zcal for God, and 
his truth and glory, had crazed their precedent un- 

| derſtanding; 
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derſtanding ; neither could it be charged upon thoſe 
illiterate folks, that any deep and over-curious ſearches 
into the prophetic parts of ſcripture had intoxicated . 
their brains. In fine, thoſe doctors thinking it ne- 
ceſſary to make ſome report and judgment of the 
caſe, as it became them, for their own reputation, a 
brand, therefore, muſt be fixed upon the inſpired, 
and no better one could be found than that: of 
Fax ATI; for in all ages, as weil as our's, the propher 
vas to be accounted a fool, and the inſpired a mad- 
man : the Gazetteer of Paris has frequently, however, 
made good uſe of that nickname. 
HhHeſides the above-mentioned, I ſaw a great num- 
r of other infants, and people of every age and ſex, 
under inſpiration, Some who ſet themſelves to 
calculate the number of thoſe perſons, computed 
8,000, at the leaſt, in Languedoc. It was chiefly 
at the aſſemblies for worſhip that they appeared nu- 
merous. I ſaw them in troops carried to gaol, in 
many- places: notwithſtanding which hard uſage, 
they ſeemed joyful beyond meaſure; finging an- 
thems, and directing. prayers up to God conti-. 
nually. | Et 
The priſons were in a little time ſo thronged 
with theſe poor creatures, eſpecially children, they 
knew not what to do with them: ſo that there came 
an order from court to releaſe them, and to commit 
no more; but inſtead thereof, that the King's tr 
ſhould put to the ſword thoſe who aſſembled for reli- 
gious worſhip ; which was executed to the utmoſt 
ability of the heroic Mareſchals of France, who had 
the honour of that glorious employment; and in 
particular of the zealous Duke of Berwick. Rabe 
All that I have thus far related, happened about 
a year, or at the leaſt eight months before any one 
thought of taking up defenfive arms in the Ce- 
Vennes. | | 
_ » Having left that country, and being got into 
L England 
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England, 1 departed from London in June, 1703, to 
return thither again for a while. In the ſhort time 
of my ſtay there, I ſaw the leader Rolland, and ſeveral 
of his troop, under inſpiration,” I obſerved that all 
their affairs were evidently managed by the direc- 
tion and conduct of thoſe inſpirations, for I was wit- 
neſs thereof; and their commanders were choſen for 
no other reaſon, than becauſe of the pre-eminence of 
their ſeveral gifts ſupernatural. J believe that near 
one half of their men in arms had thoſe gifts in 
ſome degree and kind; being all oy them without 
education and literature. 
Some of them had the gift of prayer r and bach. 
ing; others abounded in predictions louc hing the trus 
Chriftian church and her enemies, and'DIVERS REVOLU-" 
TIONS to HAPPEN | IN THE WORLD;* ſome had fre- 
quent particular intimations concerning their own 
perſonal conduct, and what concerned the affairs of 
their party in the war; others received ſeveral of 
theſe gifts, and ſome few men had all of them to- 
gether. They unanimouſly told me, that when the 
orders given by inſpiration, touching the operations 
in arms, were punctually obſerved, every thing con- 
ftantly ſucceeded ; and, on the contrary, their diſap- 
pointments aroſe from the neglect of due heed to 
them. I could not but take notice of the regard they 
univerſally ſhewed to the firſt and great command- 
nient; in zeal for the glory of God, and a perſect 
reſignation to his good pleaſure, whether for life or 
death. Their continual employment and delight in 
the deſart was, prayer, and ſinging of pſahns.

B OU five years ago, being at Vigan, the com- 
mon diſcourſe of the country was of people 
inſpired, Who for that reaſon were clapped up in 
priſon. There were frequent meetings in woods, 
and caves of the carth, to hear the ſaid young people 
of both ſexes preach ; and the gaols of our town were 
full of folks, taken up for being at thoſe meetings. 
My father, hearing that ſome were brought from 
about Valleraugues, went into the priſon to ſee if he 
knew any of them : he found there two young wo- 
men of twenty-four or twenty-five years of age, 

Whole kindred he knew; and got leave of Mr. Ar- 
boux, our alderman, to take them home to his houſe ; 
promiſing to examine them, and anſwer for their 

ſafe keeping. Preſently after theſe young women 
came to our houſe, one of them was ſeized of a ſud- 
den, and became pale as a cloth: ſhe dropped upon 
a chair that happened to be near her, and had violent 

motions of the head and ſtomach. The firſt words ” 

ſhe ſpoke were, My child, T ſay unto thee, &c. ſhethen 

ſtrongly urged repentance, and continued a diſcourſe 

on various ſubjects for three quarters of an hour. 

She inſiſted poſitively that it was the Holy Spirit, 

and. not her, that brought thoſe words from her 

mouth. 

The occurrence above-mentioned was (I think) 
at the time that an order came from court to releaſe 
the priſoners taken up at the aſſemblies: however 
that be, the two with us were ſet at liberty, and my 
father probably contributed a little to it, by acquaint- 
ing the aforeſaid alderman, that out of their extatic 
fits they were but poor ſimple creatures. They uſed 
in their inſpirations to ſpeak quite a different French 

$50 N - + than 
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than out of them they could. As ſoon as they were 
ſet looſe, they returned to ſeek out the religious aſ- 
1 inſtead of returning home, as we were 
to 

There were a perſons under the ſame cir- 
cumſtances in our city, who were kept concealed. 
It was believed of a certainty, that ſeveral ſmall 
children of our mayor (a great perſecutor) were ſo; 
and as he became more moderate, it was imputed to 
that reaſon. 

Mrs. Vallemont and Mrs. de Begard, (my friend) 
who were ladies enough given to the mode, —_— 
into the like condition, altered quite their manner o 
life; they ſhunned their uſual company, wore a habit 
obſervably more modeſt, and their continual enter- 
tainment was prayer, reading books of piety, and 
the converſation of thoſe who moſt affected ſuch 
things. 

Being reſolved to get out of France, I went with 
my coufin, Mrs. De/claus, to Niſines there we found 
a guide to conduct us to Geneva, and a young man of 
eighteen went in our company, whom 1 ſaw thrice 
on the road in his extaly, His agitations were near 
the ſame with thoſe of the two young women already 
mentioned, and he ſpoke during them much to the 
lame effect. He ſaid once theſe words: I aſſure thee, 
my child, thou needeft not fear any thing in thy journey, 
nor thoſe that are with thee. Accordingly, we got ſafe 
to Geneva. |

| Mes. SARAH DALGONE, of V 1 near UsEz, 
declared at London, the 2 3d of November, I 706, 
as followeth. | 


HEAD frequently at the aſſemblies which our poor 
perſecuted Proteſtants held in ſecret, for the wor- 
ſhip of 9 nn to the ancient manner of our 

| churches 
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churches in France. Several years this continued, in 
our country, (as the illuſtrious martyr, Mr, Brouſſon, 
has ſet forth in his books) before any one pretended 
to be immediately inſpired of God; but from the 
beginning of 1701, if not ſooner, ſeveral of both 
ſexes, and different ages, in our Cevennes, (more eſpe- 
cially infants and youths) fell into a kind of fits, ike 
violent convulſions, which, however, had no ill effects 
on their health, no more than underſtandings. During 
theſe paroxyſms they ſpoke abundance of admirable 
things, leading to true practical piety, and a ſerious 
reformation of life, and exciting of indignation 
againſt Popiſh idolatry, and other ſuperſtitions. 
They foretold alſo many things threatening ſevere 
judgments to profligate impenitents, and promiſing 
bleſſings invaluable to thoſe, who forſaking their fins, 
would walk with God. | 


One of my neighbours had a girl between eight 
and nine, whom it pleaſed the Lord to viſit in that 
manner, whom I ſaw ſeveral times in her n/prratzons, 
for that was the common term uſed. Once, when I 
perceived her ſtaggering, I ſet her upon my knees, 
and all her fit paſſed over. During it ſhe breathed 

by ſobs and catchings, her breaſt heaved mightily, 
and the whole body ſhook. A few minutes after 
the was ſeized, ſhe ſpoke as uſual. Among other 
things, I remember ſhe ſaid, we ought not to be ſur- 
prized if God afflicted us, and expoſed our country to 
many different perſecutions from men ; for our fins 
drew down thoſe ſtorms of judgment, and we deſerved 
much greater yet; but if we amended our hves, 
God would deliver and bleſs us. I was much af- 
fetted with that diſcourſe of the child's. She ſpoke 
good French, to the beſt of my judgment. I am 
certain, beyond all doubt, ſhe was never able at other 
times to deliver what ſhe then did; nor could ſhe 
ſpeak other than the country linguo, which was alto- 
gether different from French, Some Papiſts in our 
| | e neighbourhood 
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neighbourhood were very bitter and malicious, whom 
the inſpired hid themſelves from. Others of them, 
again, were courteous and good-natured; who ſeemed 
to admire the power of Cod in theſe infants, and 
were edified by their diſcourſe, even as we Pro- 
teſtants. 


Mr. ELIAS MARION, of BARRE, in the Cevennrs, 
Aieclared the 28th of nen. 1706, and ft e as 
_ followeth, 


HEN I had been three years at Thoulouſe, with 
an attorney there, intending for the law, 1 
found an earneſt deſire in my heart to withdraw from 
the idolatry of the country, and to return to my fa- 
ther's, in order to obtain his bleſſing, and conſent for 
my leaving the kingdom. | 
My education had been ſuch as the difficulty of 
the times permitted, being from my infancy forced 
by ſome to- go to the maſs-houſe. In ſecret, however, 
I was inſtructed otherwiſe by my parents; though af- 
ter a manner little availing, ſince they themſelves 
(under the extremity of perſecution) gave me an 
example of doing what they inſtructed me againſt. 
My youth paſted over thus, under the confuſion of 
doubts and difficulties I was never able within my- 
ſelf to ſolve, but was upon the whole conſtrained to 
conform to the times; but at the age of one or two 
and twenty, I muled and reflected much upon the 
groſſer ſuperſtitions of Popery ; and the more I did 
o, the more I conccived of offence at them. I had 
not then ſo much as ever read the holy ſcriptures; it 
was not therefore my own natural reaſon only, With the 
dim light of my parents” ſecret cautions, which roſe 
againſt the follies I ſaw and heard, but rather wholly, 
the race af Gag, that put ſuch thoughts into my 
heart. 
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heart. At length a diſdain and abhorrence of thoſe 
criminal idolatries and ſuperſtitions growing more 
and more rooted in me, I came to a firm reſolution 
to quit my native country, as the ſole practicable 
means of my deliverance. ' Accordingly I went from 
Thoulouſe, in October, 1701 ; and when I got to Barre, 
(the place of my birth) 1 was told of abundance of 
people, chiefly the youth, and likewiſe ſome infants, 
who fell into trances, and received inſpirations, that 
made them pronounce a variety of wonderful things. 
I was a little offended at the unuſual manner of the 
firſt perſon I ſaw fall into the agitations of extaſy, and 
was at a loſs what judgment ro make of it; but after- 
wards, when I had been at ſeveral aſſemblies, wherein 
divers of the inſpired ſpoke with more ſtrength of 
argument and perſuaſion than I am able to exprels, 
I was ftruck to the heart by the powerful energy of 
the divine language of thoſe admirable children. 
One day, being at an aſſembly I had called to- 
gether myſelf, wherein a true ſervant of God, one 
Caſtanet, {who ſince has gloriouſly ſuffered martyr- 
dom) made an excellent diſcourſe, I found within 
myſelf an unaccountable emotion, with a ſecret joy 
and ſenſation of the grace of God, ſo that methought 
1 was even in heaven. A certain heat ſeized my 
breaſt, and created me ſome oppreſſion; which, though 
it gave no pain, made me fetch deep ſighs : my body 
was a little overſet; and in this condition I continued 
more than a quarter of an hour, feeling little elſe of 
agitation. 2 11 7 l 
A As ſoon as the Abbot of Cheylar, (a notorious 
perſecutor) and Meidge, the pariſh prieſt, heard that 
I frequented thoſe meetings, they endeavoured to clap 
me up. I eſcaped their hands, by my father's giving 
the abbot twenty piſtoles, and I was obliged to return 
to Tholouſe ; bur I came thence home again in Fuly 
1702, led by the ſame motive as before, being reſolved 
within myſelf to quit the Kingdom. When I got to 
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my father's, there my two brothers, Peter and Au- 
thony, the one eighteen, the other thirteen years of 
age, had both of them received the gitt, at which I 
exceedingly rejoiced. Before I returned, my father 
ſpeaking of ſending for me, becauſe he had a mind to 
communicate ſome affair, my brother Peter ſaid in 
an inſpiration, there was no need to write for me, 
and I would ſoon be there of myſelf; whereof there 
was then no appearance, but I came a few days 
after it. 

I prevailed with my father to permit me, with 
my brothers, to leave the country, for the enjoyment 
of that religious liberty we could not have in it; but 
juſt as we were ready to depart, we were detained by 
an inſpiration of my brother Peter's, in which the 
Spirit ſaid words to this effect: I ell thee, my child, 
if ye go now, ye will fall into the hands of your enemies 
but if ye ſtay ſome time, thoſe very enemies will convoy 
you ſafely io the place where you would go. We obeyed 
this intimation with all reverence ; and, according to 
it, about two years and four months after it, the ſtate 
of affairs obliging me to a capitulation, our enemies 

ve us a convoy to Geneva; but my father and my 
brothers ſtaid ſome months after me, upon their 
buſineſs, and then followed, by virtue of our treaty, 
with paſſport. Though till within three weeks be- 
fore I had ſcarce ever ſeen the Bible, on New Year's 
Day, 1703, I had the happineſs to be ſolaced with 
the heavenly manna I found in that divine book ; our 
family, with ſome friends, being engaged for part 
thereof with prayer and faſting. In the evening Peter, 
one of my brothers, had an inſpiration; and ſome 
minutes after I perceived ona ſudden a great burning 
round my heart, that ſpread atter over all my body; 
I was alſo a little oppreſſed at the lungs, that made me 
fetch deep ſighs, but I ſuppreſſed them what I could. 
Some 'moments after, an irreſiſtible force prevailed 
over me altogether ; which made cry out, with inter- 
ruptions 
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ruptions of gulping, like a hiccup, and my eyes poured 
out a flood of tears. I was then ſtruck violently _. 
with an affrighting view of my fins, that appeared * 
black and diſmal, and infinite in number: I found 
them like a load, bearing down my head; and the 
more that weight preſſed me, the more my cries and 
tears increaſed. My ſpirit was filled with horror, 
and in this anguiſh I could neither ſpeak nor pray; 
nevertheleſs I found withal ſome good and comforting 
reflections, which prevented my horror from turning 
into murmuring and deſpair: my God ſtruck me, 
and at the ſame time ſupported. In this condition 
my brother, falling again into inſpiration, ſaid aloud, 
that my own fins occaſioned that grief, mentioning 
at the ſame time a long liſt of them, and ſetting them 
forth before all the company, as if he had ſeen or 
read them in my own heart; I could not myſelf have 
given ſo exact an account of my condition. When 
he had finiſhed rhis black roll, wherein nothing was 
forgot, and inſiſted chiefly on thoſe ſins which moſt 
afflicted my mind, I found myſelf ſomewhat eaſed; a 
calm ſucceeded, my burden grew lighter, and I re- 
liſhed with a great deal of pleaſure the liberty reſtored 
me to raiſe my heart and voice up unto God. This 
precious ſeaſon was improved by ſupplication with- 
out ceaſing to my heavenly Father; who, according 
to his infinite mercies, ſpoke peace then to my ſoul; 
and wiped away the tears from my eyes. ys 
The night following I ſlept quietly, but upon 
awaking I fell into the like agitations that ever ſince 
have raken me with the extaſy, interrupted often 
with gulpings of the wind-pipe, This happened to 
me uſually two or three times a day, for three weeks 
or a month enſuing, and God pur it into my heart to 
employ that time in faſting and prayer. My con- 
ſolation augmented from day to day; and at length, 
bleſſed be the name of God, I came to poſſeſs that 
happy ſatisfaction of mind which is great gain. I was 
M 1 
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now — changed; the things moſt delightful 
to me, before my Creator made my heart anew, be- 
came diſtaſteful and even intolerable to me. At 
length, it was a new ſpring of joys to my ſoul, when, 
after a month's ſilent extaſies, (if they might pro- 
perly be ſo called) it pleaſed God to looſen my 
tongue, and put his word into ray mouth: as his Holy 
Spirit had actuated my body, to awaken it's drow- 
fineſs, and break down my confidence in it, ſo it was 
his pleaſure to over-rule my tongue and lips, and 
make uſe of thoſe my weak organs according to his 
good will. I will not pretend fully to expreſs what 
was my aſtoniſhment and joy, when I felt and heard 
flow through my mouth a ſtream of holy words, 
whereof my mind was no ways the author, and which 
Taviſhed my ears to hear it. In the firſt inſpiration 
given me from. above, when my tongue was looſed, 
the Spirit ſaid to me theſe words: / afſure thee, my 
child, I have ordained thee lo my glory from thy mother's 
womb : words ſo comfortable, they will continue 
graven on my heart to the laſt breath of my life. 
The ſame Spirit of Wiſdom and Grace commanded 
me alſo to take arms, and join my brethren, who 
about ſix months before had bravely begun to abett 
the cauſe of God. In obedience to this intimation, I 
left my father's houſe in the beginning of February, 
and went into the wilderneſs, or deſart, (ſo the Ce- 
vennes are called), to liſt myſelf i in a troop of Chriſ- 
tian ſoldiers, which I had the honour ſome time after 
to command. 

In the month of May, 1703;the troop of brother 
Abrabam was incorporated with that of Caftanet, for 
ſome operations. Solomon Couderc, ( joint commander 
with Abraham) one of our moſt excellent preachers, 
and who had other great gifts, had order by in- 
Jpiration to paſs thoſe two united troops. in review, 
whereof ſeveral lived according to the taſhion of this 
W orld, and others had neglected the commandments 
2 ä | given 
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given them. The Spirit therefore ordered Solomon 
to draw up this troop into a line (conſiſting of be- 
-tween four and five hundred men), and to ſeparate 
thoſe who were unworthy in it. Thus Solomon, under 
the operation of the Spirit, and with the uſual agi- 
tations, walked with his eyes open, attentively view- 
ing every man, from one rank to another, and received 
ſecret intimations whom he ought to reject: among 
them. He drew theſe out of the line, and ordered 
them apart, to a place aſſigned them. Theſe poor 
people obeyed, with tears in their eyes, and went to - 
the place appointed, and flung themſelves to the 
ground upon the knee: between ſixty and. ſeventy 
were thus ſent apart. Having a command in the 
' troop, I had no neceſſity to ſtand in the line, to po 
under this ſcrutiny, and I thought it a happineſs to 
be excuſed the ſame; for as ſoon as Solomon had orders 
to do it, I was in a fright, and trembled every joint. 
I was thus, at a ſmall diſtance, with a good ſervant 
of God, named Cadet Mailly, and ſome others, who 
ſet ourſelves to prayer. Solomon made, by his ſpiri- 
tual direction, a moving diſcourſe to thoſe whoſe 
good behaviour was thus approved; and preſently 
after, by the ſame direction, cauſed thoſe ſet apart to 
draw near. In this juncture the whole aſſembly burſt 
into tears. He then proceeded to cenſure the guilty, 
the ſame over-ruling power continuing upon him, 
and made unto them very urgent exhortations. Af- 
ter this was done, he gave them the relieving news, 
that their broken hearts were accepted of God, and 
they were received to his mercy; whereon every one 
returned to his rank, with tears of joy; then Solomon 
concluded with an admirable prayer. | 
It is already recited how much this awful and 
folemn proceeding affected me. Whilſt it was 
doing, I lay proftrate before God to implore mercy, 
that I might not be of the number of thoſe unhappy 
men rejected. Juſt when Solomon came to an end of 
1 | M2 | his 
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his prayer, I was ſeized with extaſy, which drew 
from me many expreſſions ; and while my ſoul was 
under the ſaid apprehenſions, I poured forth tears of 
blood in great plenty, - The blood was florid, as if 
ſpun directly from the-veins; my cloaths were ſtained 
with it, and the earth likewiſe, Theſe tears came 
put upon the anguiſh of my mind; and this was 
- diſcernible to a great number preſent, at noon- day, 
near a place called Yerneats. | 
Brother La Yalette, who had the gift of preach- 
ing, received an order by inſpiration to adminiſter 
the holy ſupper. Accordingly he and I went aſide 
from the troop, and called a congregation for 
the firſt Lord's-gay of that month. As the time 
drew near, poor La Yaleije became mighty fearful, 
and ſaid to me, * Alas! my God, what am I? I know 
not how to undertakea thing ſo much above my con- 
dition; I am unwarthy and incapable to do it. While 
he was thus perplexed, the Spirit came upon me, and 
a ſtrong inſpiration diſcovered all his thoughtfulneſs, 
and made me ſay, tha! bis /erpant, who was 100 fearful, 
ongb to acquieſce in bis Twill, and his people ſhould be 
comforied thereby. After this ſecond warning, we ap- 
plied ourſelves to execute the faid appointment. Ag 
neither of us had ever ſeen that folemnity performed, 
we adviſed with the moſt ancient of our troop, wha 
alſo ſupplied the office of elders in our liitle military 
church. | | | ESE 
Brother La Valetle, in the quality of a miniſter 
extraordinarily authorized, preſented the bread and 
wine to the people, and I preſented the cup to him. 
We had a great number of communicants. How 
glorious a fight was it, to obſerve ſo many poor 
Chriſtians (famiſhed for want of the heavenly food) 
coming to the Lord's table, with devout looks, wa- 
tered with tears of contrition and joy both | We had 
ſeveral excellent ſermons, before and after the com- 
munion; and therein God put into the mouths of his 
| | | ſervants 
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ſervants many admirable things upon that ſubject. 
No word ot their diſcourſes, I believe, was loſt ; and 
God diſpoſed the ſoil of our hearts, at the ſame 
time that his word was ſown among us. After the 
evening ſermon, performed by brother Moulines, I 
had an inſpiration, wherein were theſe words: I fay 
unto thee, my child, 1 aſſure thee, there is joy among the 
angels in heaven for this day's work of your's. 
| From that very time we continued to give the 
holy ſupper of the Lord in the aſſemblies, two ſuc- 
ceſſive Lord's-days every quarter. Brother Abra- 
bam, on that occaſion, performed the functions ſin- 
gularly well. He was ordered by the Spirit to ftand 
near the table, with his face to the congregation, and 
admoniſh thoſe who approached it without ſufficient 
reparation, as he ſhould receive hints of them. This 
he did by exhorting them to retire to their prayers, 
and then return, to participate the comfort they 
ſought. As his words were addreſſed to them with 
meekneſs and brotherly love, they were entertained 
with humility, as an incitement and help to the devo- 


tion of thoſe good people. They (the admoniſhed) 


turned back with eyes full of tears, went away to 


caſt themſelves down before the Lord, and with un- 
utterable groans to ſupplicate his grace, that was ac- 
cordingly granted; then they came again rejoicing, 
and did receive. | 
Being in the village of Ferrieres, near Barr, 
about May, 1703, I was ſeized with the Spirit at 
noon, and therein I ſaw a viſion; and, among other 
things, I remember theſe words came from me: J 
aſſure thee, my child, there is a man now gone to one of thy 
enemies houſes, and is diſcourſing with him to ſeize thee. 
That man lives towards thy left-hand. He will be early 
at the aſſembly 10-morrow morning, and Iwill make him 
known Io thee. The Spirit immediately repreſented 
that perſon walking with Mr. Campredon, Deputy of 
the Intendant of Parr, as if I had been in the ſame 
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room with them. I ſaw them, and heard every 
word they ſaid ; as may well be imagined, ſince I was 
with them in the ſame chamber. I ſaw alſo Campre- 
don's wife coming to and fro into the ſame room, and 
ſometimes putting a word into the diſcourſe. Cam- 
predon. aſked the country man touching me and J 
Valette, our miniſter, and chief preacher ; ſaying, if 
we two could be ſecured, it would be one good 
means to reſtore tranquillity in that country. The 
Deputy told him alſo, the Intendant will ſurely be 
thy friend; and be ſatisfied Mareſchal Montrevel will 
plentifully requite thee for ſuch. a ſervice; “ and 
for my part (ſays he) I'll give thee ten crowns upon 
the nail; and for the ſuit thou haſt in our court, it 
is ſafe, and ſhall go well.” The countryman was 
content with all this; and ſaid he would go to the 
.meeting to-morrow morning, and when it was over 
he would dodge Yaleite and me to the place of our 
Nay, and then would come and tell the ſame to Cam- 
predon, that he might take a courſe to ſeize us. 
I When my inſpiration was over, I acquainted Va- 
leite with what I had ſcen; which ſtruck my ima- 
gination ſo ſtrongly, that I remember ir ſtill, as if it 
were but yeſterday. I deſcribed to him the peaſant, 
-his height, age, countenance, and cloaths; by which 
deſcription he came to be diſcovered. Next day the 
aſſembly was at Awbaret, a league from Barr. While 
a pſalm was finging, I was ftruck with the extaſy, 
and cried out aloud, that the man who came to be- 
tray us entered juſt then into the aſſembly. The 
Spirit repeated from my mouth the whole intercourſe 
between Campredon and him. As ſoon as I returned 
ro my natural condition, my eyes fixed upon the ſpy, 
whom I knew by the precedent viſion. Whilſt the 
account of him was relating, the man turned ſo pale 
that the ſtanders-by ſuſpected him. As there was 
no order by the inſpiration for his commitment, I 
purpaſed when the meeting broke tp to reprove _— 
an 
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and give him ſome exhortation ; but other matters 
intervening, the man got away, for we ſearched after 
him in vain. Brother La Valeitle and I employed 
two perſons who took notice of and knew him, to go 
reprimand and exhort him. They did fo. He 
confeſſed the tranſaction clearly between Campredon 
and him; but withal ſaid, that, notwithſtanding his 
promiſes to the Deputy, he never intended to put 
them in execution; and indeed that was never poli 
tively declared by the inſpiration. ” 8 
As ſoon as the enemy underſtood that I was 
gone from my father's, and had joined the Camiſars,“ 
(as they called them) they kept a watchful eye upon 
the family, and there was reaſon enough; for my fa- 
ther and brothers came often among us, to bring us 
proviſion, cloaths, powder, and other neceſſaries: 
but the Holy Spirit viſiting my brothers very often, 
directed them in all, and watched over their houſe. 
There being a garriſon in the town, none could go 
forth without meeting with ſome century or corps de 
garde, who commonly ſearched them. If corre. 
{pondence with us was diſcovered, it colt the life; 
bur, by an eſpecial providence of God, none of our 


family was ever taken init. When they intended to 


come to our troop, or to be preſent at our religious 
aſſemblies, their way was conſtantly to conſult the 
Spirit of God; who in his mercy entertained ſo 
{weet a communication with them, by the inſpiration 
of my brothers, that as they never undertook any 
thing without reverently ſeeking his direction, fo 
they never failed of a favourable anſwer. Come, 
children, {uſed my father to ſay to my brothers, or 
to one of them) let us go to God, to inquire of his 
will in this matter.” Immediately they fell upon 


their knees, and the extraordinary operation of the 


Spirit ſeized them fortawith, and the words then 
ſpoken were their infallible oracles. As ſoon as the 


inſpiration

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inſpiration had aſſured them there was no danger, 
they undertook- every thing without fear. This hap- 
pened a hundred times; but I will relate one memo- 
rable inſtance for all. 

Atter my ſecond brother, Peter, had taken arms 
alſo, by the command of his inſpiration, my father 
grew more obnoxious to the perſecutors; and as they 
had violent ſuſpicions of him, they took a reſolution 
to put him to death, without the form of trial. One 
Campredon, a ſub-delegate of the Intendant Bafville, 
was perſuaded, or pretended to be, that my father 
had conſpired with us to ſurprize and betray the 
garriſon of Barre, being about four hundred men. 
He ſuggeſted alſo many other things; and, ina word, 
refolved my father ſhould be ſhot to death. At that 
time the infamous Julien of Orange, called the 
Apoſtate, came into the Upper Cevennes with another 
wretch, like himſelf, named Viala, a ſub-delegate 
too. Theſe two wretches (by the way) deſtroyed 
forty-five pariſhes of Proteſtants. Campredon ac- 
quainted Julien with his deſign to put my father to 
death, with a poor countryman, who ſtood con- 
demned for ſome ſervice done to the Camiſars. Some 
friends of our's getting a hint of the deſign, went to 


my father, and told him he had not a minute to loſe ; 


for if he did not fly, he was a dead man. But my 
father had an adviſer more than they knew of: im- 
mediately, without any further concern, he called 
my third brother, who heard the ſad news: Come, 
Amnthony, (lays he) my. child, let us go to prayers to- 
- gether, to beg God's aſſiſtance, and he will direct us 
what to do. When this was done, my brother ſoon 
fell under the extatic operations of the Spirit, and in 
the midſt of his agitations ſaid theſe words: Take cou- 
rage, my child; thy father, I ſay, bas nothing to fear, nor 
any of bis family : 1 tell thee, 1 bave raiſed up one even 
of bis enemies, to ſolicit in bis favour, and be fball 
prevail. Upon this happy anſwer, my father, ftrong 
in faith, without the leaſt concern, ftaid at home, as 


before; 


bh; 
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before: but Mr. Doiſe, who commanded the gar- 
riſon, hearing the report alſo of Campredon's deſign, 
went away to find Fulien, and repreſented to him 
that the town would be loſt if Marion was put to 
death; “ for beſides that he is an honeſt man, and 
uſeful among his neighbours, you may be ſure (ſays 
he to Julien) if this man be put to death, his two ſons, 
who are now in arms, and one of them a leader, will 
never reſt till they have taken revenge for it; they 
will get together the troops of Rowland and others, 
that ſcour hereabouts, and will plunder the village. 
For my part (ſays Doiſe) I will certainly leave the 
place and garriſon, if that be.“ This remonſtrance 
affected Julien; he reſolved, therefore, only to terrify 
my father. | 
When the ſoldiers took him out of his houſe, 
and catried him through the town, his friends, la- 
menting, bade him the laſt farewel ; but he, full of 
aſſurance, and with a countenance ſerene, feared no- 
thing even then. Julien, according to his manner, 
ranted him; and, after the reprimand, ſaid he owed 
his life to Mr. Doiſe. My father was detained by 
Julien, to ſee the death of the poor peaſant, near 
HFlorac, who endured martyrdom with patience and 
courage, for giving us ſome aſſiſtance. | was not an 
eye-witneſs of theſe things; but having had them 
from my father and brother, (who are now at Lau- 
anne) 1 may be confident of the truth of them. 
One evening, being at my father's at Barre, with 
the family, and ſome others, my brother Anthony had 
his inſpiration. He ſpake urgently againſt unbelief 
and covetouſneſs ; denouncing ſevere judgments of 
God upon the guilty, We had reaſon to think 
there was in It a particular aim upon a woman in the 
company, who thought ſo herſelf, and in the conſe- 
quence ſhe made a happy improvement of this holy 
| advertiſement. The lad had an extraordinary vehe- 
mence upon him; and the Spirit ſaid to this effect, 
| | | o 
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ro the beſt of my remembrance: 7 command bee, my 
child, for the belter convincing thoſe now preſent that it is 
T do ſpeak to thee, ſirite thy breaſt with the point of 8 
knife ; fear not, I will not * il 10 hurt thee. My 
brother hereupon called for two knives; they gave 
him one that was large and pointed; he took it in 
his right-hand, and ſtruck the point of it ſeveral 
times with great force upon his breaſt and ſtomach, 
ſo that we heard the noiſe of the knife, as if it had 
ſtruck upon a board, or iron; but his cloaths were 
not pierced. All thoſe preſent, with myſelf, fell 
into tears. 

Upon Eater day, 1704, after we had received 
the holy ſupper, brother Abraham Mazel fell into a 
great extafy; and among uther things the Spirit 
made him ſay, were thele words: 1 fay do thee, my 
child, one of the chief of thy brethren, here preſent, abo 
has received the gift of preaching my word, ſhall be ſlain 
by the hand of bis enemies. Abraham, when he came 
to himſelf, looked about the company intently upon 
thoſe who had the gift of cxhortation; and at length 
fixing upon brother 470715, who commanded a ſmall 
troop, and had an admirable talent, ſaid to him, 
Brother, prepare thyſelf; it is to thee God direfts this 
warning... ( Abrabam ipoke this by a ſecret impulſe, 
ſuch as he had often ſthewed on other occaſions.) 
Moulins received the meſſage from God with an ob- 
ſervable reſignatjon, and no doubt made uſe of it to 
himſelf like a good Chriſtian, as he was. On the 
ith or 16th of May following, he was flain by a 
mulquet=bail in a battle. 

Jam ſatisfied, that as God A when he 
pleaſed, the power of flames, and did other like mi- 
racles among us; fo he damped the force of mu{- 
ket-balls, that they ſometimes dropped harmleſs, and 
as rebounding from them whom God would be: a 
ſhield to. One of our ſoldiers ſhewed me his coat, 


pierccd with three bullets, every one two fingers 


breadth 
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breadth from the other, againſt the ſmall of his back, 
and aſſured me he took the three muſket-bullets, 
being entered between his ſhirt and ſkin. One of 
my intimates, the Cadet /a F——, received a mut- 
ket-ball, ſhot from a window down upon him, (being 
under it,) which went through the crown of his hat, 
and he took it between the hat and his hair, without 
any hurt. Thoſe among us who juſt before an en- 
gagement, or on other occaſions, were told by the 
inſpirations they had nothing to tear, which was 
frequent, never were ſlain or wounded, that I could 
learn. In a little time after I rook arms, the Spirit 
aſſured me I ſhould be protected in the hazards of 
death, and ſhould ſee the end of that war. 

Upon a Tyhurſday that we had ſummoned the 
people together, to ſeek God by prayer, in the be- 
ginning of OZober, 1703, being the time that Mare- 
{chal Montrevel was come up into the higher C2vennes, 
with five or fix thouſand men, to burn the country; 
one of thoſe who preached in that aſſembly, named 
La Veille, had an inſpiration that Montrevel ſhould 
not burn the Cevennes, as his purpoſe was then to do, 
but ſhould be forced to leave that country within 
three days at fartheſt, in greater haſte than he came 


thither, which proved true: for on the Lord's-day 


next in the morning, Mr. Montrevel received ex- 


preſſes from the Governor of Celle, (a ſea-port) and 


others, which prayed him to come away with all ſpeed. 
I faw ſome of thoſe letters myſelf, that were inter- 
cepted by ſome of our troop, going to Montrevel ; al- 
ledging that two Engli/þ men of war, of ſuch a ſize, 
had made ſignal of landing, and alarmed the whole 
coaſt. An hour before he received this news, he 
had ſent out detachments to deſtroy the houſes all 
round; but immediately, with great precipitation, he 
recalled them; and his troops marched off, with 
arms and baggage, night and day continuing their 
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march to the ſea-coaſt. We afterwards underſtood 
thoſe two veſſels were detached from the fleet under 


Admiral Shovel, and were commanded by one Capt. 


Harris. 
When ] had been an time at Geneva, whither 
IT was conducted by the articles of my firſt capi 
tulation, Mr. Flolard, Agent of ———, who had or- 
ders to ſupport the Cævennois, propoſed to La Yalette, 
Fidel, and myſelf, to return to the aid of our brethren, 
ſtill in arms. My capitulation was no hindrance, be- 
cauſe it was a forced treaty, the articles whereof 
were not duly obſerved and fulfilled by the King's 
forces; but 1 was determined to that deſign by an 
inſpiration from above, which commanded r me poſi- 
tively to go thither without fear. 
A fortnight after I arrived in the country, I met, 
near Sr. Jan de Gardonenque, a company of our bre- 


thren; one of whom, named Daniel, recited to me 


ſeveral projects concerted between Mr. F and me, 
at My, in the country of Vaud, relating to the ſuc- 
cours that were propoſed to be ſent to the Cevennes. 
Brother Daniel informed me, he was acquainted 
with thoſe matters by an inſpiration he was under in 
a numerous audience, ſeveral of whom were preſent 


when he told me this, and they affirmed the ſame, 


and that they heard from the ſaid inſpiration our 


conſultations and deſign would come to nought. He 


gave me a minute and exact relation of the particulars 
of our treaty, and of what paſſed i in ſecret between 


NM. E and me. 


It would require a large volume to relate all the 
wonders God wrought by the means of the inſpira- 
tions, which of his good pleaſure were given us. 1 
proteſt before him, that, generally ſpeaking, they 
were our laws and guides; and in truth, when we 
met with diſgraces, it was either for not pundtually 
obſerving their orders, or when an enterprize was 
undertaken without chem. . 

U 
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It was by inſpiration that we forſook our pa- 
rents and relations, and whatever was deareſt to us 
in the world, to follow Jeſus Chriſt, and io make war 
againſt the devil and his followers. This it was that 
gave to the inſpired a zeal for God and undefiled 
religion, a hatred for idolatry, and all wickedneſs of 
life. This was the ſource of that union, charity, and 
brotherly love, which reigned among us. This created 
a contempt of the age's vanity, and of all filthy lucre; 
for by that Spirit we were forbid all plundering, and 
the ſoldiers reduced to aſhes the temples of 1dolatry, 
with their treaſures of gold and ſilver, rather than 
take to our profit what was under interdict (as the 
goods of the Canaanites of old). We can appeal to 
our enemies to verify, that no promiſes of worldly 
advantage, however great, could ever tempt us. 

It was only by the inſpirations, and their repeated 
orders, that we began the war, and that for the enjoy- 
ment of our holy religion. A ſmall number of ſimple 
young people, without education, and without expe- 
rience, how could they have done ſo many great 
things without help from above? We had neither 
power nor counſel, but the inſpirations were all our 
refuge and ſupport; they alone choſe our officers and 
commanders, and by them did they ſteer; they 
taught us the diſcipline of war; they inſtructed us to 
bear the firſt fire of the enemy upon our knees, and 
to make our attacks upon them with a loud chaunt 
of pſalms, for terror; they changed our fearful tem- 

rs into that of lions, and made us perform glori- 
ouſly; and from them it was, that when any of our 
brethren fell in battle, or ſuffered martyrdom, we 
lamented not: our inſpirations forbad us lamenta- 
tion, except for our ſins, and the deſolations of Feru- 
alem. I am not aſhamed to ſay, on this head, that 
vhen God took my mother to his endleſs mercy, the 
inſpiration commanded me to wipe off my tears, and 


aſſured me ſhe reſted in his boſom. | 
1 | Our 
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Our inſpirations enabled us, (we who were 
weakneſs itſelf!) to give a powerful check to an 
army of above 20,000 men of choſen troops, by 
which means a diverſion was made of the kingdom's 
ſtrength againſt the foreign confederates, even in that 
place wherein Providence appointed he, the PHA- 
ROAH of our age, ſhould receive the firſt wound 
of his death. | 
Ik) heſe bleſſed inſpirations drew into the boſom 
of the /rue Chriſtian church, many perfevering, 
faithful proſelytes from being worſhippers of the 
BEAST. Theſe did excite preachers and teachers 
among us, and made them in abundance pour out 
words to others, that were the ſolid nouriſhment of 
touls. 

"Theſe did expel ſorrow from our hearts, in the 
midſt of dangers from the enemy, as alſo when 
hunger and cold oppreſſed us in the caves and de- 
farts. The moſt heavy croſs we bore was a light 
burden, becauſe the intimate communion the gra- 
cious God vouchſafed us, afforded relief and comfort : 
this was both our ſafety and happineſs. Our inſpi- 
rations inſtructed us to deliver our brethren out of 
priſon, to know and convict traitors, to ſhun am- 
buſhes, to diſcover plots, and to ſtrike down per- 
1ecutors, 

As theſe holy inſpirations led us to victory over 
our enemies in the field, much more gloriouſly did 
they enable our martyrs to triumph over them on the 
ſcaffolds. There it was that the power of the Al- 
mighty did great things; that was the dreadful fur- 
nace wherein the truth and faithfulneſs of the ſaints 
inſpired were tried indeed. The admirable words of 
conſolation, and the triumphing ſongs of a great 
number of thoſe thrice happy martyrs, whilſt their 
bones were breaking upon the wheel, and the flames 
were devouring their fleſh, were doubtleſs a conſi- 
derable teſtimony that their inſpirations proceeded 

from 
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from the Lord, the Author of every good and perfect 


ift. | | 

, Theſe are, in fine, thoſe heavenly gifts of grace, 
which make us always, and in every place, bleſs 
them who hate us without a cauſe, at the ſame time 
that we deplore their blindneſs. Our brethren, 
who formerly uſed to pray for us,* (become now more 
cruel and unjuſt than our enemies) do reproach 
and ſpeak evil of us; but our inſpirations yield a 
comfort, and make us deſire they ſhould turn and 
hve. | 
I muſt not omit another undoubted proof of the 
holineſs of the inſpirations wherewith it has pleaſed 
God to honour us; which is, that the events have 
always anſwered the predictions. Times without 
number, many things have been diſtinctly revealed to 
us, with circumſtances very particular, and at the 
ſame time orders given us to exccute them ; all which: 
came to paſs exactly, and every thing was fulfilled 
according to the true fore-advice given us from 
Heaven of it.

On the 4th of Novewber, 1706, in the evening, 
J had an order, by a private inſpiration, to begin a 


faſt of three days, to begin on the following. I 


judged this to mean only abſtinence from nouriſh- 
ment every day until night, for three ſucceeding 
days. Accordingly, on the 5th, I ate nothing till 
eight at night; but on the 6th, in the morning, being 
at my prayers, I was again in the Spirit, and com- 
mandedto abſtain wholly trom eating and drinking, for 
thrice twenty- four hours entirely, without intermiſſion. 
The ſame day, therefore, I began a total abſtinence, 
unto the 8th of November at night. During thoſe 
three days, I was morning and evening at the public 
worſhip, in ſeveral French churches of this city; and

* Hypocritica! Proteſtants, when they commence perſe- 
cutors, are generally more cruel than Papiſts themlelves. 
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out of the times of my private retired meditations and 
prayers, I did as uſually, withour finding any the leaſt 
defire to eat or drink in all that time; and in the 
fame while I found no alteration of health, or any 


weakneſs. On the 8th at night, my faſt being 


completed, I ate a ſupper, as uſual. 

By another order of che Spirit, I faſted in like 
manner, on the 23d, and 24th, and 25th of the ſame 
month. On the 25th, in the evening, before eating, 
J had an inſpiration that commanded me to begin 
another three days faſt on the morrow morning. late 
moderately the ſame evening, and obſerved punctually 
the command given me. During the ſaid fix days 
faſting and abſtinence entire, except one meal on the 
3dat night, I found no deſire to eat or drink, nor could 
Eperceive any weakneſs from want thereof. Every day 
of thoſe ſix, except the 23d, I had my inſpirations, and 
agitations of body, as ſtrong, at leaſt, as they uſed to 
be. On the 28th, being the laſt day of the ſix, I had 
three diſtinct inſpirations, a thing which I remember 
not that it ever befare happened to me. I ought to 
remark here, that theſe faſts were to precede ſome 
extraordinary matters, which are mentioned in ano- 
ther place. At the end of them, on the 28th, I was 
in the inſpiration adviſed thac I muſt faſt again for 
three days more, the time whereof ſhould be aſſigned 
me; which accordingly happened on the 1oth, 11th, 
and 12th of the enſuing month, and I obeyed, ag 
before. | 
Many aye having inquired of me the reaſons 
why I came into England, and what led me to it; for 
the ſatisfaction of ſuch, I here give them an account; 
(though methinks the queſtion is ſomewhat more 
than ordinary, for the aſkers of it know that I am a 
French Proteſtant, eſcaped out of the fame great tri- 
bulation which three or four hundred thouſand” of 
my brethren have fled from France to ſeek a ſhelter 
from in foreign countries; therefore I think the 


queſtion is obviouſly anſv cred. England is an iſle 
bleſſed

bleſſed: with liberty and great plenty; no wonder, 
then, that poor perſecuted people come to comfort 
themſelves in ſo ſafe a refuge: and in ſo great a 
multitude of our countrymen, it is ſuppoſable that 
ſome friends or kindred of mine might invite me hi- 
ther: but ſince a more particular and poſitive account 
is required of me, I add as followeth. 5 
Abrabam Mazel, Algier la Valette, David David, 
Durand Fage, and myſelf, with ſeveral others, got to 
Geneva about the end of Auguſt. 1705, in conſequence 
of my ſecond capitulation, “ and particular agreements 
of ſome in our company. Two days after our ar- 
rival there, I went to my father at Lauſanne, who left 
France by my firſt capitulation. Continuing with 
him ten or eleven months, it pleaſed God, by ſeveral 
repeated inſpirations, to ſignify his pleaſure, that 
ſhould go for England; that being ſo clearly declared 
to me, that I could not miſtake, or underſtand it 
_ otherwiſe. Juſt at that time ſome of my acquaint- 
_ ance. were diſpoſed to the ſame journey; and in 
obeying the orders of inſpiration, I was glad of their 
company. Accordingly I left Lauſanne the 23d of 
July, 1706, and arrived at London the 16th of Sepiem- 
ber following. God knows I herein ſpeak truth, 
without any equivocation or mental reſervation 
whatſoe ver. | Rte 
Abrabam Mazel, my faithful companion in la- 
bours, has ſeveral times related to me ſome remark- 
able and public occurrences, whereof in part I was 
myſelf witneſs; and it is reaſonable enough to make 
mention of them, ſince he, the chief witneis, is now at 
Lauſanne, whence. it is eaſy to have them from him- 
ſelf. I dare undertake and promiſe to obtain his 
teſtimonial thereof, and have it forthcoming to any 
perſons that ſhall deſire to ſee it. Thus, then, ſpeaks 
Abraham Mazel of himſelf all that here ſolloweth. 
A little before I received poſitive and repeated 
0 5 com-

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commands from the Spirit to take up arms, I dreamed 
that I'faw in a garden, great black oxen, very fat, that 
browſed.upon the plants in the garden. One bade 
me drive away thoſe cattle, but I refuſed to do it: 
however, the ſame perſon being urgent with me to 
do ſo, I drove them out. I received an inſpiration 
ſoon after; which ſaid, that the garden was an em- 
blem of the church; that the great black oxen were 
the prieſts, who laid it waſte, and that I ſhould have 
a call to drive away that fort of cattle. In a few days 
afterwards, the Spirit gave me notice to prepare to 
take up arms in God's cauſe. This inſpiration was 
followed by ſome of the like tendency ; and as I ſpoke 
in my extaſy pretty loud, ſome were offended with 
that unaccountable order, by reaſon of my vile con- 
temptibleneſs; others, without contradicting, lifted 
up their eyes, in admiration, to heaven, In theſe re= 
peated warnings, the order was only general. Petey 
EJprit and Salomon Conderck, Who were perſons diſ- 
tinguiſhed for their ſupernatural pifts, (ſcaling the 
fame after in the flames) had inſpirations alſo to the 
ſame effe& and ſome others. At length, on the 21ſt 
of July, 1702, being a Lord's-day, we were met toge- 
ther for divine worſhip (Laac Soulages, David Ma- 
ſaurie, and ſome others) near the mountain of Laſere. 
I was then taken with the extaſy, and violent agita- 
tion, and was commanded init to take arms forth- 
with without delay, and po to deliver our brethren, 
who by the perſecutors were impriſoned at Pont de 
Mont-verd : they were in the caſtle or manfion-houſe 
of Mr. Dandry, where lived then the Abbot of 
Chaylar. I ought to confeſs I was exceedingly ſur- 
prized with the former advertiſements, as well as 
others, for who was I? even lefs than nothing, in all 
human appearance: but the apoſile ſays, God ſome- 
times, chutes the weak things of the world to con- 
found the ſtrong ; and things that are not, to bring 
to nought the mighty ones. But when the order to 
obey forthwith was given, withont wavering Iapplied 
myfelf

myſelf to put it in execution. Thoſe who had re- 
ceived the ſame directions from the Spirit, put rheir 
hands to the work, E/prit, Salomon, Soulages, Ma- 
{aurie, and ſome few more, in great haſte went one 
this way, another that, to ſeek out aſſiſtants, We 
appointed to rendezvous the next day at. night, and 
met accordingly at the place appointed, in all about 
forty men. We had no other arms than a few ſwords, 
ſome forks, and old halberts, and perhaps twenty 
ns or piſtols; but the God of arms was our 
3 We went all to prayers: ſome were or- 
dered by the Spirit to enter the village of Pon!-Mont- 
Vera, after it was dark; and, ſinging of pſams, to go 
direct to the caſtle, and deliver the priſoners, our 
brethren. Several circumſtances I omit, as too long; 
but in ſpite of all the injuries and oppoſitions of the 
Abbot of Chaylar, (the murderer of many poor inno- 
cents) we reſcued the priſoners, of whom Maſſip of 
Cannes was one, who is at preſent with us here at 
Lauſanne. We found him ſo fettered, his legs chained 
in that manner, that he could neither lie down nor 
riſe up. After this was executed, we (by. order) 
| aſked to ſpeak with the Abbot; but he fired at us, 
having ſome ſoldiers with him, beſides thoſe of his 
family. His reſiſtance ſignified little, the caſtle was 
reduced to aſhes after a miraculous manner. The 
man of blood, attempting to ſave himſelf, flung him- 
ſelf from a great height, and, by a ſtroke of divine 
- vengeance, put an end to his own ſerpentine life. | 
5 Being conquerors by the power of God, they 
paſſed the remaining night in praiſes and acknow- 
ledgments for the ſucceſs he had given to the firſt 
enterprize of his ſervants; and at break of day we re- 
tired, with ſongs and hoſannas, to the mountains we

D pon Ibis occaſion erer that the number in arms of 


the Camiſars (for fo they called us) was never ſo great as the 


world imagined ; I ſcarce believe that our troops allogeiber 
ever at once amounted io 2000 men, and many among them 
bad nootherarms than clubs and ſtones. Thus when Mr. C. 
author of the Hiſtory of the laſt Revolutions in the Prin- 
cipalily of Orange, concludes his reflettions, That we muſt 
neceſſarily be in a very conſiderable number ; he argues 
indeed ratunally, but he wanted information of the matter 
of fact,; and k e ſeems lo overlook the clue of the whole | 
myſtery. Cur enemies were indeed in greal number, and 
we but an bandful of weak people. On their fide were 
forts, hor/e, carriages, gold, arms, diſcipline, Sc. but we, 
in the want of theſe, bud the Lord of Hoſts for us. Be 
1 known unto all the world, God himfelf, his mighty arm 
and counjel, wrought thoſe operations which human reaſon 
cannot comprebend.'

One Halmede, an honeſt countryman, in the Be. 
ginning of the year 1702, had a ſon aged twelve or 
thirteen, who received the gift. Halmede, fearing 
perſecution, went to the curate, and told him, Sir, 
my ſon propheſies; I acquaint you with it; do not 
come and ruin me for that.“ * Oh, (ſays the curate) 
J have ſtudied the caſe: keep your ſon ſhort of 
victuals, and you will find it a good remedy.” The 
father took his advice, but the lad did as before, 
which Halmede informed the curate of, © Well, 


(ſaid the latter) do one thing more: when the lad 


falls again into the agitations which produce thoſe 
harangues, beſtow upon him a little cudgelling ; if 
the ſame be a cheat, you will preſently find it out.“

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The father went home, and followed the ſecond re- 
ceipt; but though that interrupted ſometimes the 
operation, it was the good pleaſure of God he vas 
viſited with inſpiration oftener than before; and the 
father muſt have killed him out right, to cure him 
that way. And bere, ſure, it is fil to examine, whether 
Jeremiah, or any of- the ancient prophets, whether SS. 
Peter or St. John, ever underwent ſuch trials 10 dif- 
cover if their extaſies were impoſturess becauſe there may 
be ſome who adviſe acts of violence for a prof of the 


prelenders to inſpiration, as faſting, baſiinadces, finging 
walter upon them, rubbing with ſpirits, and the lite. 


Well, the curate was much ſurprized when the 
man told him that the exerciſe of the club did nor 
fright away the Spirit; and he then judged that the 
boy was bewitched, and ſo bethought himſelf of 
charms. He adviſed then the father to tie about 
the neck of the child a ſerpent's ſkin,” (common 
enough in our country) whenever he fell into the 
prophetic raptures. Halmede obeyed the third time; 
and having provided one, upon the firſt opportunity 
drew near to put it on: but at the very ſame mo- 
ment the boy fell into violent agonies, raiſed his voice 
aloud, and began to reprove the father before a great 
many people. The Spirit related all that had paſſed 
between Halmede and the curate, threatening many 
curſes upon all obdurate provokers, after a moſt 
dreadtul manner. The father, as if ſtruck with 


thunder, burſt into relenting tears; and it pleaſed 


God, in a few days after, he himſelf had the gifts of 
exhortation and prediction. L 

This convert of a Saul was a diligent labourer in 
the Lord's work; when God had poured his graces 
upon him, he gave himſelf wholly to convert and 
ſtrengthen others; and therein tolling night and day, 
found great ſucceſs. Brother Elias Marion knew him 
very well. When the faid Marion had capitulated 
the ſecond time for me, (by my order) as well as 


himſelf, 
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himſelf, the enemy, who looked upon Halmede for a 
dangerous fellow, likely to rekindle the flame they 


thought to be nearly extinct, forced him to take a 
cpa for Geneva, and conducted him thither, with 
is wife, and five or ſix children; giving him li- 


berty to diſpoſe of what goods he had. Halmede 


lived at S/. Paul la Cofle, near Gardonenques ; and he 
lives at preſent at Eftorvy, near Morges, in the 
country of Vaud, a man of repute. 

A certain perſon, formerly an elder in one of 
our churches, took a bribe to betray brother Salomon 
Conuderc, and draw him with his troops into an am- 
buſh. That elder, liſting himſelf with Salomon, inſi- 
nuated much with the troop by his faculty of ſinging 
pialms. Salomon took him into a particular friend- 
ſhip; and things wrought favourably for the traitor, 
becauſe the troop drew near Alez, through his arti- 
fice. During theſe accurrences, I was at five or fix 
leagues diſtance ; and had advice by inſpiration, that 
brother Salomon was beſet by a falſe brother, who laid 
ſnares for him; and the Spirit commanded me to go 
immediately, and give Salomon notice of it. As ſoon 
as I got thither, an extaſy betel me before the traitor, 
and charged him with conſpiring with the Governor 
of Alez. This miſcreant, trembling, and under con- 
fuſion, owned at length the fact charged upon him, 


Why Salomon, who had inſpirations, was not himſelf 
directly adviſed of it, let them that aſk inquire of 
God a reaſon of his counſels. 


About three months after brother Elias Marion 
had articled for me, I was undetermined to leave 
the country, and carrying piſtols always with me, ] 
was ſeized by the miquelets; and being under exa- 
mination, I confeſſed myſelf the firſt mover of the 
late bnſurcettion-i in the Cevennes, in obedience to my 
inſpirations. My judges flouted me, and faid, I had 

rformed noble exploits, but muſt now prepare to 


Tufter death for them: but my inſpiration having 
aſſured 
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aſſured me I ſhould eſcape, I had no reaſon to fear 
them; and through the marvellous providence of 
God, Lieutenant General la Lande (for reaſons need- 
leſs to relate) wrote to court in my behalf; and the 
curate of St. Marlin de Cordonnas, whoſe life I had 
once ſaved, beſtirred himſelf for me. By the means 
of theſe two, my ſentence was no more than perpe- 
tual impriſonment in the famous tower of Con- 
flance. | | | 
i A few days after I went into that fatal place, I 
had aſſurance by inſpiration, I ſhould get out of it. 
We were thirty-three priſoners all together, on an 
upper ſtory, an hundred feet from the earth without. 
There were high walls to get over, a large deep moat 
to paſs, and ſentinels to eſcape. We all agreed; and, 
after ſix or ſeven months labour, broke a hole with- 
out inſtruments through the wall. After all, ſeven- 
teen of the priſoners wanted courage to venture out ; 
but the reſt went along with me, who indeed laid the 
deſign. ; 
The Duke of Berwick, hearing of this adventure, 
for reaſons beſt known to himſelf, gave out in public 
that my crimes ſhould all be forgiven, if I would go 
out of the kingdom. Ar the ſame time hearing that 
E. Marion was at Montpellier, preparing to go to 
Geneva the ſecond time, 1 accepted the amneſty, and 
went with him, under the ſame convoy. And here, 
in Switzerland, I live in peace among ſeveral of my 
brother Camiſars, being frequently blefſed with the 
holy extatic viſitations of God's Spirit; conſtantly 
Waiting, and firmly expecting, the fulfilling his in- 
fallible promiſes, in a more flouriſhing and glorious 
tate of his church on earth. _

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Mr. DE CALADON, of Avian, is the Uprzs 
CeveNnNes, declared at London, the — of December, 
1706, as followeth. 


SAW at ſeveral places in the Cevennes, eſpecially 

at the religious meetings, many of thoſe who were 
reputed to be inſpired; a matter I do not pretend to 
determine. Theſe people had certain fits, which 
made them drop down ; and during that had ſhakings 
of the head, breaſt, md ſometimes all over them, 
that were very ſurprizing: there were not only dit- 
ferent degrees of thoſe emotions, but variety too. 
After ſome ſhort agitations, they uſed to ſpeak, ſome 
with interruptions and ſnatches of the breath, others 
evenly, with facility and fervour. Their diſcourſes 
were generally of repentance, and ſeveral ſorts of pre- 
diction. The people commonly heard the ſermons 
of the inſpired (as they called them) with ſo implicit 
a faith, that they blindly, and without any deviation, 
obeyed them. I have heard here reports of our 


ſending ſome troops to their aſſiſtance: if ſo, cer- 
tainly they ought to have been prophets, for to my 


knowledge, that people (if they had been all Cæſars) 
would never regard them, unleſs diſtinguiſhed by 
inſpiration; for "thar gift alone made their com- 
manders, and a ſteady confidence in their revelations, 
gave to a party of ſhepherds, armed with ſlings, 
forks, and pſalms, the audacity to attack and put to 
the rout good regiments under diſcipline. - . 

I met one day a body of theſe Camiſars, like a 
flock of ſheep in a plain; who either ſlept or ſung, 
up and down, as in full ſecurity, without ſentinels or 
guards. I ſaid to ſome of them, it was a wonder to 


fee them in that poſture, when the enemy lay round 


them, and at hand, in great numbers. They an- 
Ceres me coolly, Gas was their guard, they needed no 
centries, 
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centries, when be that keepeth Iſrael had forbad it; and 
they could truft his protein. 

Though the conduct of their war and diſcipline, 
and every thing was managed after a method unuſual, 
yet they commonly uſed ſentinels ; but they ſaid the 
Spirit or Angel who commanded them, i in God's be- 
half, was pleaſed ſometimes to try their faith, and 
make them know, that his ways were different from 
the councils of human prudence. 

The troop 1 met in this careleſs peſture, was 
commanded by a countryman, one Abraham Mazel, 
the firſt leader by inſpiration of the inſurrection in 
the Cevennes. He is a fellow well enough made and 
turned for one of his occupation and rank; but to 
manage a war with the King, and play a game much 

more difficult than that formerly of the Duke of 
Rohan, I am eaſy enough to believe he needed in- 
ſpiration. 

Among the ſeveral perſons I faw in the fits, (I 
know not what to call ir) none more ſurprized me 
than the inſtance of a poor changeling, a clowniſh 
wench, of about forty, who lived ſome years a ſervant 
in a friend's houſe of mine. I believe our mountains 
never brought forth a creature more ſtupid and filly. 
The truth of it is, when I heard that even ſhe was 
grown a marvellous good preacher, I could not be- 
lieve it. I could never beat it into my head, that ſhe 
was able to put together four words of French; nay, 
J think I could have ſworn it; much leſs that ſhe 
could ſpeak to a congregation : nevertheleſs, theſe 
eyes are witneſs, ſhe uttered exhortations ſeveral 
times really excellent. This very Balaam's aſs had 
a golden tongue, when the heavenly influence made 
her ſpeak. The fineſt orator never drew attention 
more, or better moved the auditory, than ſhe. Her 
mouth gave out a ſtreani of eloquence; it was indeed 
a prodigy I forbear to aggravate. Another thing 
very ſingular was, that m propheteſs preached often, 


and 
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and did in a ſort command her enthuſiaſms, for ſhe 
had them upon her ſupplications. There were many 
following her, and ſhe as readily diſplayed her trea- 
ſures, ſaying that the talent was not given to wrap up 
in a napkin. As ſoon, therefore, as people were 
met together to hear her exhortations, ſhe applied 
herſelf to accord it; and the only ſecret ſhe had to 
anſwer their deſires, was fervent prayer, for the com- 
munication of that admirable power which enabled 
her to make ſuch excellent diſcourſes. She commonly 
alſo ordered the ſinging of a pſalm, and preſently be- 
came quite another perſon, being transformed into a 
Auent preacher. I muſt confeſs and declare, Abraham 
Mazel and this Jean were two rare perſons; the more 
I think of them, the more am I conſt rained to believe 
that there was ſomething ſupernatural and miraculous 
therein. s c 

Mr. Elias Marion, who is now in London, I knew 
in the (eve nns, before he had a command there; and 
I can atteſt, that he was a perſon of good eſteem, as 
really he deſerved to be.

EXTRACT of a LETTER of Mr. DE CALAs 

DON, aated from DoBIIN, the 19 of March, 

1706-7, and received ſince the printing of the aboveſaid 
Declaration in French. 


A WISE my condition permitt:d me to give 
you more ample and particular ſatisfaction, 
touching the things you defire from me. I ſhould 
' have avundance to relate, if the informations of 
perſons of credit were allowable to recite; but you 
admit only of what I myſelf have heard and ſeen. I 
ſhall be always ready to communicate both one and 
the other, without adding or diminiſhing in the leaſt 
point. 555 : 

| That 
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That which made me have moſt reſpett for the 
Camiſars, and engaged me to ſacrifice my perſon and 
goods for them, was their luminous zeal and piety. 
A man muſt be perfectly blind, if he cannot ſee that 
it was the mighty hand of God ſuſtained them. None 
ought to be ſurprized with the condition of thoſe in- 
ſpired now in England, as if they began but there to 
be ſo. I can teſtify for Mr. Marion, that I faw 
him ſeveral times in the extaſy in the Cevennes, who is 
likewiſe a worthy man in other reſpects, and was 
univerſally beloved where I knew him. 3 

I ſaw a multitude of inſpired perſons of both 
ſexes, and of every age, as I have often related in 
London, and in particular to Mr. — 3 
were all innocent people, of whom I could never find 
reaſon to ſuſpect any impoſture. Their exhortations 
to ſanctity were pathetic, always ſpeaking French 
during the Spirit's operation. It ought to be ob- 
ferved, that for our country huſbandmen to make a 
diſcourſe in French, it is no leſs difficult than for a 
Frenchman, newly arrived in England, to ſpeak 
Engliſh. 4 

Among the many in that ſtate I ſaw, was that 


poor woman which I have mentioned to you often, 


who was ſtupid to the laſt degree, and born in a moſt 
forlorn wild place. Being a fervant formerly ar 
. Aulas, ſhe was known to all the inhabitants of the 
hamlet; and after the had the gift, the came and 
preached to ten or twelve meetings, during a week's 
ſtay there. Before ſpeaking, ſhe fell into a ſort of 
fit, heavings of the breaſt, catchings of the head, and 
ſhakings all over. Theſe agitations ended with gulp- 
ings of the throat, and then ſhe began with a prayer. 
When the auditory was numerous, her inſpired diſ- 
' courſe was longer, continuing then even two hours 
together. One's heart muſt have been a very flint, 
to refrain from tears at ſo moving and urgent a ſermon 


as her's: ſhe could nor read, and yet quoted the texts 
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of ſcripture very ſuitable to the ſubjea. This opera- 
tion of the Spirit concluded with three or four 
hiccups. EX | 

What I have ſaid of this filly creature, I may of 
| ſeveral others in the like circumſtance. I remember, 
in particular, a young woman of Palicrols, near Vigan, 
De Cat de la Lande, Mar——— NM — 
Grimal, Jean G of Aulas, Faunct M———, of 
Aulas: all thele preached, like the aforeſaid poor 
woman; I heard them every one ſeveral times. I 
heard alſo one Berg „ of Molieres, Fobn Fin f 
a lad between fifteen and ſixteen, of L , Eteul---, 
of YValleragues, Gaub---, of Ar——, and La Veille, a 
Camiſar: theſe I heard with great ſatisfaction. | 

Some of the inſpired were not comparable in 
their abilities to others. I have been in an auditory, 
when ſeven or eight were ſtruck with it all together, 
crying to God for aid, with laudable zeal. I wiſh all 
the critics, who find fault with thoſe poor creatures, 
and tax them for cheats, had but ſeen whar I have 
here related myſelf ro have been preſent ar. 

I left the Cevennes in Auguſt, 1704, ſoon after 
poor Rolland was killed. Moſt of the inſpired were 
young people, and very ignorant; and thoſe ſpoke 
ordinarily beſt in their revelations. Some of them 
told me they could remember nothing ſaid by them 
in that time; others could ſomewhat, but very

COME months after the report of perſons of dif- 
I ferent age and ſex in Dauphiny, to whom God 
vouchſafed extraordinary revelations, my couſin

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P.. , who lived near Bays, took into his 
houſe a boy of eight years old, who fled thence, and 
had inſpirations. P lodged with his 
mother, who alſo kept a girl of his, aged three 
years. Being once at the ſaid houſe, I was alone 

with the ſaid girl; and was ſurprized to ſee the 
child on a ſudden” lift up her hands and eyes to 

heaven, crying out for mercy and grace to her father, 
mother, and other relations ſhe named. In thar 
moment ſhe dropped into a ſwoon. I ran, and 

catching her up, found her body cold, and ſtiff as a 
take. This exceedingly ſtruck me, being mightily 
concerned for that family; but the grandmother 

| coming in, appeaſed my fright a little, though her 
indifference affected me too, ſhe coolly ſaying ſhe 

knew what it was, and the child was not ill. At 

length ſhe informed me, that the boy above-men- 

tioned, who went away ſome days before, ſaid this 

baby would ſhortly receive a greater gift than he had. 

. I would have wrapped the child up warm, and given 
it a cordial; but the grandmother, without more ado, 

laid it on her own bed, and left it there pale as a 
cloth, and ſenſeleſs as a carcals.

ſtay that night; and we lay in the ſame bed, with 

the child between us, without further care of it.

All this was ſpoken in French; and it was cer- 
tainly the firſt time that infant ever ſpoke that lan- 
guage. After this ſhe fell aſſeep, and was in the 
morning as uſual. A ſew days after, I was again at the 
fame houſe; when ſhe fell down, and was ſeized of the 
Spirit; but they carried her away quickly, that none 
might ſee her, for their all lay at ſtake: but God ſaw 
good it mould be otherwiſe, for his work was ſoon 
manifeſted ; and what fruit aroſe thence he knows, 
for there is joy in heaven over one finner that re- 
penteth. This matter broke out in ſuch a manner, 
that all the militia of perſecutors took the field; the 
whole family were put into a dungeon, and the houſe 
plundered, becaule of the ſaid infant. 

Nothing ever affected me ſo much as the condi- 
tion of theſe ſmall intants: their preaching had ano- 
ther effect than that of learned men. A brother of 
mine, a true ſervant of God, being in priſon for the 
ſake of religion only, at Valence, heard a child of fix 
months old (in the ſame prifon, for inſpiration) turn- 
ing it's mouth from the mother's breaſt, preach, and 
exhort to repentance. 

The inſpired were generally of the youth, and 
ſome very young had ſuper-excellent graces; but I 
knew ſeveral of advanced age who received them alſo, 
in particular a woman of above fity-five years old. 
She is ſtill living ; and 1 do not name her, becauſe ſhe 
deſired me not to do iti. The Divine Power was glo- 
riouſly reſplendent in her gifts. I was for three 

© | months 
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months conſtantly with her, night and day, and ac- 
companied her in the woods to the aſſemblies, and 
alſo in priſon, in the Rapine, (a bridewell for Pro- 
teſtants) and every where: we came out of France 
together; and what I ſay of her, 1 dare certify, on 
good authority. 

| This woman, through the temptation of many 
ſufferings, conſented in ſome kind to change her re- 
ligion; after which ſhe did nothing but weep night 
and day. In that diſmal condition, after ſome weeks 
had paſſed over her head, being in bed with her two 
children, a voice ſaid to her aloud, Awake, my child; 
pray 10 God, and he will dire thy way. With due 
concern, ſhe aſked the children if they had ſpoken? 
they anſwered, No. She fell then to her prayers, 
and afterwards to ſleep again. The fame voice 


awaked her again, with the fame, or very like words, 


and ordered her to ſing the 116th pſalm. I, who 
give this account, was in the chamber, and heard 
theſe voices. She ſlept no more, but paſſed the reſt 
of the night in prayer. 

The week follow ing, an inſpired youth, of Loridl 
in Dauphiny, croſſed over the Rhone, into our YVivarez. 
His name was Gabriel Aftier, whom God diſtinguiſhed 
a veſſel unto honour by abundant graces, and who 
has ſince obtained the radiant crown of martyrdom, 
as likewiſe have his father, mother, brother, c. He 
ſtaid for ſome time at the houſe of Anthony Benoift, at 
HBreſſac, my kinſman. The good people of the neigh- 
bourhood went there to hear him. The friend with 
whom | lodged, hearing of it, with an ardent deſire, 
went with me to hear him. When we knocked at 


the court-yard door, Gabriel, under the influence of 


the Spirit, ſaid, Here is one who well deſerves to be let 
in. He received frequently ſuch particular ſudden 
impreſſions, which the company preſent informed us 
of. When my friend (the woman I am giving a re- 
lation of) entered the room, Gabriel, ſecing her all in 


tears, 
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tears, ſaid in the Spirit to her, Bleſſed art thou, my 
her; God will fhorily vouchſafe to thee a large meaſure 
of his gifts. My friend ſaid ſhe had a great deſire to 
hear the wordof God from his mouth. He replied, 
T hope your defire may be anſwered. 

About ten o'clock at night, when, after ſome 
chapters read, we were ſinging a pſalm, Gabriel was 
ſeized, and dropped down cold and lifeleſs, which 
laſted but a few moments; then he began with a 
prayer, and ſet the 42d pſalm, andafterwards preached 
for about an hour, with an irreſiſtible efficacy con- 
vincing finners of their guilk, and urgently preſſing 
them to amendment. During the ſermon, a lad, 
named John Cremicre, cried out for mercy; and 
through the bitter conviction of his ſins, tore the hair 
off his head. The ſame perſon ſoon after was en- 
dowed with excellent gifts, and at length with that 
tranſcendent one of martyrdom.* _ 

My friend, during the ſermon, wept plentifully; 
and when it was over was ſeized with a trembling, 
and dropped down in a fort of ſwoon. Soon after 
words were put into her mouth (how, God knows!) 
of good French, with a fluency of expreſſion that 
could not proceed from herſelf, I ſaw and heard that 
from her, which I could ſcarcely believe my own 
eyes and ears in; ſo admirable were her prayers and 
ſermons, under the inſpiration. The whole night 
being ſpent in ſinging pſalms, in prayer and medi- 
tation, we returned home the day following, our houſe 
being at a league and a half's diſtance. 

For three months that I attended continually 
this woman, I can relate many aſtoniſhing things that 
enſued her inſpiration ; but, for ſome reaſons, this at 
_ preſent ſhall ſuffice. ;

F. will be nineteen years next September, that ſome 
youths came from the mountains of Dauphtny, 
into our flat country, to work at the gathering in of 
fruits. We hired two young women, one of fifteen, 
the other about eighteen years of age. That very 
evening they came home to our houſe, towards beds 
time, we were ſurprized to ſee the eldeſt upon her 
knees praying aloud. My huſband, who was a Ca- 
tholic then, came out of his room; and I ſaid to the 
woman, 1t was well done of her to go to prayers, bur 
I thought ſhe would do better to be private in it, or 
at leaſt leſs noiſy, ſince we lived among Papiſts, and 
might ſuffer for what ſhe did. She replied, ſhe could 
not help the ſpeaking ſo loud; that ſhe had received 
gifts from above, which ſhe was under a neceſſity to 
publiſh among thoſe ſhe lived with; and that we 
ought not to be aſhamed of praying to God. She 
therefore went on with praying, in an excellent man- 
ner; and fo continued to do, morning and evening, 
while ſhe ſtaid with us. An extreme ſurprize | it was, 
to hear things ſo admirable, and with a ready utter- 
ance, from one who (they laid ) could not read her 
AB © and as ſhe was baſhful in all other reſpects, 
her holy gracefulneſs and courage was another aſto- 
niſhmenr. 

One evening, within a week after, the family 
being all together in the {ame room, I obſerved her 
leaning her head againſt a wall. I thought ſhe had 
been aſleep, but of a ſudden ſhe ſet a pſalm. I went 
to her, and, though againſt the grain, told her it was 
not convenient for her ſo to do, for it might work us 
trouble. Her eyes were ſhut ; and whether ſhe heard 
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me or not, I cannot tell. Though it was dangerous, 
L was well pleaſed, and let her ſing on. After that, 

ſhe prayed a good while; and then for a conſiderable 
time gave us a very pious diſcourſe, that affected the 
hearers exceedingly. I had for ſome months before 
heard of prophets riſen up in Dauphiny, who were al- 
molt all children or young people; I concluded this 
muſt be one of them. This happened thrice to her 
again during the ten or twelve days ſhe was in our 
houſe. What ſhe ſaid of the general depravity of 
the age, and touching the neceſſity of repentance, was 
ſo true, none could gainſay a word. There was no 
manner of a ffectation in all this; and it was evidently 
a ſupernatural cauſe made her ſpeak, becauſe ſhe was 
bred only to keep ſheep; and, during her inſpirations, 
ſhe ſpoke with a freedom and fluency abundance of 
fine expreſſions, which were unpremeditated. To 
my great ſorrow, I was forced to ſcek out other helps 
for our work, and adviſe the two poor girls to return 
home to Nions, leſt they ſhould expoſe themſelves to 
ſufferings from the Papiſts in our neighbourhood. 1 
can never enough admire the wiſe council of God 
berein; for 1 believe he ſent that perſon into my 
houſe to diſpoſe the heart of my huſband to relin- 
quiſh the errors of his religion, and come hither to 
London, to give G the gory of it, as he did after- 
wards.

EIN at a friend's, at Anduxe, about the end of 
k Þ the year 1702, a poor girl of fourteen or fifteen, 
waiting upon me in my chamber, was of a ſudden 
taken with bodily morions, like to convulfive, with 
which ſhe dropped down. She turned pale, her eyes 
cloſed, her head and breaſt moving; the breathed 
but by ſobs and ſnarchings. After a few minutes cf 
this condition, ſhe ſpoke out diſtinctly and clearly, 
nne with interruptions and trembling. The drift 
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their friends, from the jaws of the perſecutors. He 
continued fix months in our houſe, and, during that 
time, I ſaw him almoſt every evening fall into ſome 
agitations of body, attended with ſighs, and a ſort of 
hiccups, like others in Dauphiny and the Vivarez, 
who were commonly called prophets. He had ſel- 
dom very violent agitations; but he often fell of a 
ſudden upon the floor, and ſometimes was ſeemingly 
dead, being cold, and without the leaſt motion. When 
he came out of that ſtate, he began vehement perſua- 
ſions to repentance, that much affected thoſe who 
heard them. In thoſe times he ſpoke French, which 
ſtrangely ſtruck me, becauſe out of them he could 
ſpeak no otherwiſe than the country jargon. 

A few months after this I ſaw a young woman 
in the like condition. 

An uncle of mine, who is yet living, I have — 
often ſay he ſeveral times ſaw a child of ſix months, 
with ſome tremblings on it, ſpeak diſtinaly at that 
time exhortations to repentance. My uncle uſed to 
fay, he was dubious of the many thouſands reported 
to be inſpired in Dauphiny and the YVivarez ; but after 
the child in the extaſy, he could never look upon the 
caſe other than miraculous,

but they remember nothing, after they come out of 


the fit, of what they ſaid in it, and can give no rational 
account of ſuch their ſtate.

Moſt of the people who have any remains of 
love to the reformation, admire thoſe pretended pro- 
ni or inſpired, (others call them fanatics) and 
ock together to hear them. Some ſhew them no 
reſpe&, and others are at a loſs what to judge. How- 
ever the matter ſtands, as well the prophets, as their 
hearers and abettors, are treated roughly; the priſons 
are full of them, at Moni pellier, Alex, St. Hypolile, and 
other places: every day ſome or other are put to 
death, ſome are ſent to the gallies; and all this havoc 
does but increaſe their number. Perſons come from 
that ſide of the country tell me, that within this fort- 


night paſt four men and four women were hanged at 


Pont de Mont-verd, near Florar, on that account. 
That place, I hear, is to be quite demoliſhed; but 
probably that execution will be ſuperſeded, when 
two troops of dragocns, who have quartered there a 
good while at diſcretion, have drawn good ſums 
trom the inhabitants. Florac was lately fined 800

MacxN1ricent Lokps, 


"THERE occurs in the country of Vaud, a matter 
prejudicial to the intereſts of my maſter, and 
contrary to the treaties between his Majeſty and the 
Laudable Helvetic Body. Flotard is come thither _ 
from Holland, with new inſtructions to kindle again 
the flames of a rebellion in the Cevennes. © He has 
ſent rhither, to that end, Salomon, one of the pro- 
phets of the FANATICS, one named Vigęnes, and 
another: the two former have been ſeized, and the 
third, called Vayrac, has confeſſed that Flotard lodges 
at the houſe of a Bailiff of your's. I am perſuaded, 
Magnificent Lords, that the conduct of your Bailiff, 
in giving ſhelter to the ſaid Flolard, muſt needs be 
unacceptable to you, ſince it is againſt the orders you 
were pleaſed to give in May laſt, that he ſhould de- 
part your territories, on as diſcovered therein. 


The preceding 
copy of it was tra from the chancery of Berne, 
with other papers, at the requeſt of Mr. Stanyan, 
Envoy Extraordinary of her Britannic Majeſty with 
the Cantons. .
